‘This was due to his entire vote having been 

polled éarly {n'the day, Mnckintosli, owing 
to this rumor, received late in the day 
hundreds of Catholic’ Liberal votes,” Tho re- 
ligious spirit bocame stronger than party feel- 
ing and it is claimed that Mackintosh owes 
his victory at the last moment to tho hund- 
reds of Catholic‘ Liberals who, determined to 
defeat tho Equal Rights candidate, waited 
until they saw which way tlie result inelined. 
Mackintosh's” plurality” is 885 less than 
Porley’s in 1887, Tho Liberal vote was 1000 
Joss than in 1887, Much dissatisfaction was 
expressed at the way tho voters’ lista’ wero 
mado out, Many prominent citizens foand, 
on going to their usual polling places, that 
their names had been omitted. Among these 
yore Sir John Thompson, Hov. Mr, Chap- 
Jeau and Hon, Mr, Dewdney. After the re- 
sult was known tho Equal Righters held an 
enthusiastic meoting in Harmony Hall, and 
the Conservatives also met at their central 
‘committeo rooms, whore tho successful candi- 
dato and soveral M.Ps. addressed the large 
crowds, The city wasin a state of excite- 
ment and the rejoicings were kept up until a 
very late hour, 

The successful candidate was born at Lon- 
don, Ont,, in 1847. He wasolected mayor of 
Ottawa in 187), 1880 and 1881, and in the 
general elections of 1882 was chosen as one 
of the parliamentary representatives for the 
City of Ottawa.

| night, Mra Morrison, mother of the mur- 
dered childron, testiflod that sho was away 
from home visiting her sick sister, Sho left 
hor husband {nu good health, He occasionally 
| complained of bis head, but sho never noticed 
him mentally wrong. He was the owner of 
4 good hundred-acre farm which was unen- 
cumbered. She believed undoubtedly he was 
Insane when he committed tho deed, as he 
loved bis children tenderly. 

The next one to give testimony was Sarah 
Eliza Morrison, the oldest of the family, She 
said: “I shall be 13 years of ago noxt Octo- 
ber, Mother left: for Laurel Werlnesday 
evoning'to visit auntie. After sho left pa 
‘attended to the chores around the barn, Mr, 
John Lindsay, our neighbor, dropped in 
about 8 o'clock and chatted with pa for 
perhaps an hour. They talked pleasantly 
and Iaughed together, When I went to bod 
down stairs I took little William Edgar with 
mb, Pa was up When I rotired, but Thomas 
Tames had gone to bed in the other bedroom 
down staira The others alept upstairs. I 
noticed nothing undsual with pa all last 
evening. Pa was to hayo blopt with Thomas 
James, I heard ‘no fois throughout tho 
night, When I awoke I found that Edgar 
was not by my side. 

4 Flooked for him, and upon going into the 
back kitchen, I saw him lying upon aquilton 
the floor covered by another quilt, | Arabella 
and’Thomas James wore by his side, ‘Their 
face ‘wore so white I was frightened and 
called aloud for pa, and upon not being able 
to find him I sent Alexander over to My.

Ho is now quite rational, 
is gaining in strength all the time and is 
able to take nourishment, His medical 
attendants express hopes of his recovery, 

Tho coroner tried to elicit a statement from! 
him but with very Httle success, Morrison 
can remomber occurrences of the day before 
he committed the crime, but cannot re- 
mombor anything he did during the night or 
what occurred yesterday till toward evening, 
when he found himself in bed at his home, 
When informed by tho coroner of the 
awful crime which he had committed 
he stared straight before him in a dazed 
manner, but made no remarks. When asked 
if he would like to see his little ones before 
being buried, he nodded assent. They were 
brought into his room, one after the other, 
‘each of whom he recognised and was deoply 
affected.

POST MORTEM, 
An Unhealthy Orge

Siecpunne, April 28,—Thomas Morrison, 
who drowned three of his children last Wed- 
oosday night, died at 714 this morning. He 
nade no confession and had not spoken since 
o'clock last night, He died without a 
itruggle, 

A post mortem oxamination was held this 
afternoon by Dra. Rolsthiaed Barr and an 
inquest held in theTown Hall to-night 

‘The Inquost was conducted by Coroner Nor- 
ton, County Crown Attortiey J.P, MaoMillan 
of Orangevillo appearing fr the crown, 
Mrs, Morrison, tho wife of lécoased, related 
that Morrison fell from a buggy last Decem- 
ber and cut his forehead; but apparently soon 
revovered from ‘the effects of tho accident, 
though recently he had complained frequently 
of his head paining hit, | * 

Sarah and Alexander, tho surviving child- 
ren, ngain recounted the detafly’ of tho 
tragedy already ‘published find Robert Mo- 
1éan, the neighbor who was balled ‘in by the 
boy when the murder ‘wap discovéted, re- 
peated hig account of what be saw in tho 
house ahd the discovery of Morrison writhing 
in agony héar the creek: ? 

John Lindsay, who talked with Morrison 
for an hour tho evening before the amurder, 
testified that deceased thén complained of 
poor health and said/he was afraid ho would 
not be able to put in the spring crop. Morri- 
won Appeared soond | mentally “at' that time 
and Witness Kad noter observed’ in him any 
weakness of intellect. ¥! 

Dr. Rolstin' read this report of the post. 
mortem examination: We found the body as 
a whole in an anemic and generally emaciat- 
od condition, | Anexamination of the brain 
revealed # congested and abnormally thick- 
ened arid unduly adherent state of the mem- 
branes {n both hemispheres, ‘Tho brain sab- 
stance itself presented au unhoalthyappear~ 
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ance and’the pond varoll was evidently in 
n state of incipient softening, © On’ exaniina- 
tion of the thoracle viscera we found the 
various organs in ‘a modorately sound con- 
ditién, aud the same may bé said tonpply to 
the organ# of the abdominal cavitios. 

Dr. John Barr’ corroiorated'the evidence 
of Dr, Rolstin and ndded;| “YT had treated 
deceased for some two or three weeks before 
bis death. He was very’ mélancholy, Hi« 
debility might have been largely due to the 
state of his brain.” ‘ 

The jury, after deliberating « few minutes, 


‘brought in this verdict:’ "Death occurred 


or was occasionédd from an abnormal coh- 
dition of the brain, together with a general 
debilitated state of the system, also acceler- 
ated by exposure, shock and possibly by at- 
tompte on his own lifo while laboring under 
a fit of tanipdrary insanity.”

Sr. Louis, April 26,—Additional advices | 
from Texas show that the great rain storm 
which has provailed there during all thi 
week has covered noarly all the Northern 
and Western soctions of the State, reaching

handle in the Northwest Nearly a foot of 
water has fallon since last Monday; all the

& Paciflc on necount of washouts, the 
bridge across Morgan Creek is impassablo, 
and tho track in Loton Valley is throe foot 
undor water. A part of Abilene {s flooded, 
the crevks running through the town haying 
risen over 20 feot, and people living ih the 
low bottoms wero rescued with dimeoulty. 
‘Trinity River rose 27 fect and 4s flooding 
large tons along ita banks, The’ Brazos | 
vor also overflow 
peck ed and doing great 
‘Tho Peas River bridge, near Vernon, on

TWO-ROWLD BARLEY. 

Tho air is full of politics at present, in 
view of the near approach of the elections 
to the Ontario Legislature; but the subject 
of securing a market for barley—for the 
growth of which the soil of tais district is 
admirably adapted—is of so much import- 
ance, in view of tho loss of. a profitable 
market in the United States, that it should 
engage the attention of all good citizens. 
As our readers are aware, the Dominion 
Government recently imported 26,000 
bushels of the finest two-rowed barldy, to 
be sold to the farmers in small lots forseed; 
the object being to encourage the growing 
of that cereal for exportation to Eagland, 
where there is a good market for a suitable 
article, Some members of the Opposition 
sought to cast a damper upon the idea, bub, 
asthe Brockville Times shows, our Govern 
ment has not undertaken to induce Oana- 
dian farmers to raise barley for the English 
market without taking all possible means to 
be assured that the experiment would be 9 
success, It has frequently been pointed 
out that two-rowed barley has beon grown 
through a series of years, under almost all 
conditions of climate and cultivation to be 
found in Oanada, from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific, on the Government farms and by 
private persons, Tho results wero report- 
ed in.a bulletin by Prof. Saunders, the 
Director of the Exporimontal Farms, and 
that result was highly satisfactory, 

But the Minister of Agriculture was not 
satisfied with that. Hoe caused samples of 
the Oanadian two-rowed barley to be sent to 
England to be submitted to the moat pro- 
minent brewers and grain dealers in that 
country. A bulletin just issued reports the 
replies, which show that the barley can be 
placed upon the English market, provided 
our farmors will give it careful cultivation 
and send it out in good shape. The opinion 
formerly oxpressed is strengthened that 
unless Canadian barley is first-rate quality 
it will not find sale inthe old country. 

The first roply—that from M. F, Wood. 
ley & Oo., of Mark Lane, London—is the 
least oncouraging of the lot. It says the 
amples sent ore all fit for malting pur- 
poses, but would not bo considered fine, 
in. comparison with fine English 
and nome foreign products; and Woodley 
& Oo, “imagine that the climate of Oan 
ada is not favorable to produce mollow 
barley,\which requires sun boat and genial 
atmosphero.” This opinion is probably 
formed upon the belief which still holds 
in England that Oanada is @ cold country, 
whoreas the troublo has usually boon

The Vicissitudes of Fortune 

A London letter saya: A somewhat ro- 
mantic case, and one showing the vicissi

He was then 19 and his wife 26, the mar 
riage being without the consent of his 
mother, the grandmother in the present 
case, The child in queation was born and 
about two years after the father died. The 
mother kept the child until sho was about 
five years of age, when she was 
handed over by her to the grand- 
mother, who had maintained and oducated 
the girl ever since. About six months ago 
the mother re-married, her second husband 
boing a publican named Stride, Within the 
last few months the mother had mado ap 
plication to the grandmother to restore her 
the child, which the latter refused to do, 
she not wishing hor to live ina public house. 
It was stated by the solicitor who opposed 
the application that the grandmother was 
grand-daughter of the late Duke of Marl- 
borough, and her mother was Lady Sophia 
Ohurchill, whose husband was Captain 
Boyce, formerly of the Coldstream Guards 
Her own husband was ao distinguished 
naval officer and governor of the Gold 
Const, although now she was residing at 
Weymouch in somewhat humblo lodging. 
She had eleven sons, the eldest of whom 
had been first lieutenant on board the 
Warrior, and the others occupied distin- 
guished positions in either the army or the 
navy, After some romarke by the judge, 
the solicitor who made the application for 
the child, offered to withdraw the proceed 
ing from that court, and to take out an 
original summons in the high court of 
chancery. Tho judge consented to tho 
proposition, remarking, however, that if 
the case had proceeded he should have 
made an order for the child to remain in 
the custody of hor grandmother, giving the 
mothor free access to sce hordaughter, It 
appoared that the girl herself had no de 
sire whatever to return to hor mother.

Mr, White of Cardwell urged the adoption 
of a system which would further secure the 
note circulation, and that if the clause pro- 
viding for a 5 per cont, guarantee fund wore 
to be passed exemption should be given to 
such banks as sacured their note circulation 
by deposit of Dominion securities, By means 
of borrowing abroad on the part of tho Goy- 
ernment and of great corporations a fund 
for the payment of our foreign indebtedness 
has been secured, but when these borrowings 
consed the result will be a most serious com- 
mercial and financial crisis. Woe had to send 
fbrond $25,000,000 annually to moot our la- 
bilities thore, 

Such a crisis as he referred to had ocourred 
in. 1875, when in Vobruary and March 
the banks oonld not meet tho 
mands made upon them for forolgn ox- 
change, Whereas in 1868 the banks held 35 
per cont. of thoir liabilities in coin, legal 
tender and Goyernment securities, this had 
been steadily reduced. until to-day they had 
all told only 19 per cent,

Too Much Sympathy. 


Poople who do not see the dangers which 
besot society on every side, but who do feel 
very koonly their own needs, are far less 
likely to sympathize with thoso who sco the 
perils around us, and who are not so pone- 
trated with want, than the latter are likely 
to sympathize with them. The consequence 
is that there is a marked drift in the ocean of 
public sympathy toward the mood of tho 
most ignorant and most needy; and, as there 
{sno clear standard by which to measure, 
the tendency certainly is for public sympathy 
to favor the desires of those who are at once 
tho blindest and the most destitute. If we 
hear of a particular guilty parricide, public 
sympathy is much more inclined to pity him 
than to blame him. If we hoar of a strike 
that is undertaken in the dark without any 
clear principlo, and that is willing to plunge 
the rest of the community into serious trouble 
in order to win its way to success, public 
sympathy at once prepares to go a long way 
with it, finding the sonse of grievance on that 
side very persistent and an, and the sense 
of duty on the other side at best only clear 
and caln), 

Once let the claims of sympathy become 
those which appeal most strongly to public 
fooling, and it is evident that no class will 
profit so much by it as the class which fools 
all the more strongly, because so ignorantly 
aud with go little power to care what will be 
tho consequence of the proposed revolution t> 
others, the depth and intensity of its own 
cravings to be better fed. Tho real tendency 
of a highly-aympathetic ago is toward unégr- 
tainty of fooling, a pendulous vibration, now 
to this state, now to that, but with a vory 
decided leaning towards the feeling of that 
class which is least enlightened and loast dis 
interested, because it has the advantage over 
tho foclings of other classes of being most 
yohoment, Toa public opinion which veers 
about with overy strong expression of liking 
or disliking, hoping to flnd somo practical 
compromise among these bewildering fluo-

-|A NEW SUBMARINE BOAT, 


THE NOVEL CRAFT CAN REMAIN 
UNDER WATER 24 HOURS: 


It is of French Device, and is Called 
Goubot—The Results Said to br Highly 


Buccossful—Its Size and Capacity. 


While the new Spanish submarine boat 
Peral is having its final trials at Cadix and all 
Spain and Spanish America is putting itsolf 
out to honor the young inventor who invent- 
ed and constructed it, a new submarine 
boat, whose performances aro alleged to 
throw those of the Spaniard entirely into the 
shado, is being tested succesfully at Cher- 
bourg, in Franos, 
one experiment of that sort, the Gymnote, of 
which much was prophesied but little he ard 
after atrial tripor two. That was ao boat 
like the Peral, built to carry a pw of ten or 
adozen men, and constructed much on the 
model of an ordinary fish torpedo vastly one 
larged. Tho now boat, called the Goubot, | 
aftor its inventor, is about 18 feot long and 5 
foot in diameter, and requires a crow of but 
two or threo persons Its total weight is 
soven tons, #0 that it can be ensily carried 
about on board of an ordinary man-of-war, 
or transported by rail from one port to 
another, The hull is mado of a single ploce 
of bronze, and it is shaped somewhat like an 
elongated egg, with a pointed nose, projec 
tion like fins at tho sides, and a little propel- 
ler fora tail. Upon the top is a small dome, 
through which is the entrance to the inter 
for, Around theedges of this are deep holes, 
filled with glass, The motive power, like 
that of the Peral and tho Gymnote, ia élec- 
tricity. The air in the vossol {s kept pure by 
means of oxygen compressed in tanks, whilo 
the foul air isexpelled by pumps, The sup- 
ply of oxygenated air is regulated automati- 
cally in such a way as to keop the atmoe 
phore within the boat at normal pressure,

be handled under water or upon the surface 
with perfect ease, twisting and turning at 
full speed under the absolute control of the 
pilot; (hat it can remain below twenty-four 
hours, or even longer if uecessary, without 
ever haying to come to tho surface, and that 
it can remain motionless at any given depth 
beneath the surface for any length of time, 
instead of having to keep moving constantly 
to avoid coming to the surface, as was tho

INTEREST TO HORTICULTURISTS. 


# Old Plant, the * 
Which Is a Robust Annual Worthy of 
Cultiyation—The Much Vexed Question 
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THE BHRLL FLOWER, OR MOLUCCA BALM. 

Vick, to whom we are indebted for 
the illustration here presented, has found 
the Molucca balm to be a robust annual, 
growing from two to three feet in height. 
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It sends up a strong central stem, from 
which are sent off numerous branches, 
which are so completely surrounded 
with flowers as to leave but little space 
for the leaves. The plant is one of in- 
terest on account of its curious flower, 
the peculiarity of which is its large, 
delicately veined, greenish calyx, quite 
disproportionate to the corolla, and may 
not inaptly be described as of the shape 
of a cornucopia, and containing in it the 
very small corolla, which is whitish, 
with purplish stripes inside. The plant 
has a strong smell of balm, 


In the Orchard, 

T. H. Hoskins, the well known Ver- 
mont orchurdist, writes as follows in 
Orchard and Garden: For old fashioned, 
slow orcharding, where standards in 
grass are expected to come into profita- 
ble bearing in from twelve to fifteen 
years, nothing is better for apples than 
the old rule of forty feet each way. I 
would apply the same limit to pears, 
notwithstanding the upright growth of 
so many varieties of this fruit. The 
habit of growth is of small importance in 
the premises, An upright habit gives 
more air and light between the trees, 
but this does not justify closer planting, 
when we remember that an upright tree 
may be quite as productive as a spread- 
ing one, If space is given to insure 
sufficient feeding ground, the upright 
growing tree, equally productive, re- 
quires as much root room as those of a 
spreading growth, In these wide plant- 
ed, grassy orchards, from which the hay 
is annually removed, and to which only 
occasional top dressings are given, we 
can hope for biennial crops. Tillage and 
manuring is required to make annual 
producers, Even these will not insure 
yearly crops with all varieties. 

Under a different system, early bearing 
sorts being used, quicker and better re- 
sults may be obtained by much closer 
planting, provided the fertilization and 
tillage are commensurate. With these 
early bearers, planted twenty feet each 
way, much more prompt and profitable 
results nay be had. Close setting is a 
protection to both trees and fruit, but an 
orchardist adopting this method must be 
prompt and resolute in thinning out his 
trees, When the crop reaches about five 
or six bushels to the tree it is time to re- 
move every alternate row; and in about 
five years more we must take out alter- 
nate trees in the remaining rows. 


Bagging Grapes, 

The principal enemies to the grape are 
birds, insects, mildew and black rot, 
That bagging the bunches at the proper 
period affords the most efficient protec- 
tion known has been fully demonstrated 
Wherever tried, but many hesitate about 
adopting the practice on account of the 
supposed trouble and expense. The 
bunches should be covered as soon as the 
berries are well set by slipping an ordi- 
nary two pouhd bag, such as is used by 
merchants, over the bunch and pinning 
the folded. corners/arolind thé stem, An 
opening should be made in the bottom of 
each bag by driving a sharp chisel 
through the ends of the packages of 
fifties. The object of making this open- 
ing is to allow the escape of any water 
that may find its way into the bags, and 
by one stroke of a mallet the openings are 
thus made in fifty bags. 

At the Alabama station, where this 
practice was thoroughly tried Jast year, 
it was found that the protection was 
complete if the bags were applied just 
after the berries set on the bunches. If 
not applied until the berries are nearly 
grown they do not protect against black 
rot, but do against birds and insects. At 
the station the bags used cost $1.20 per 
thousand, and itis said a boy 12 years 
old can pin on 1,600 per day if the vines 

properly trained on the trellis, 

zicldes protect against rot and mil- 
dew, but not against birds and insects, 
while bags protect against all, Of forty 
varieties experimented with, in a major- 
ity of the cases rot was prevented by

Uncle Sam Sends 19 Colostials Back to 
the Flowery Kingdom. 

Wasminoron, April 25,—Attorney-Gon- 
eral Miller informed the Treasury 
Department under date of April 19 
that there aro 19  Ohinamen now 
in custody of the United States Marshal 
of Washington, who wero arrested and tried 
forcoming into the United States in violation 
of tho Chinese . Exclusion Act, He 
recommended, accordance mith 
a suggestion from the Secretary ot 
the State, that notwithstanding the 
presumption that these Chinamen entered 
tho United States across the British border 
they bo roturned to China at Government

Nature gives up this old landmark 
grudgingly. On one side of the land the 
conitry struggles to be town by means 
of brick kilns and Sommergartens, while 
next to them is an old-fashioned ceme- 
tery, where the tired dead townspeople 
gecm to have gone out to lie down and 
dream that they were in the country. 
Running along the whole of the other 
side is a dilapidated fence, made in some 
Jong-ago generation, with faded notices 
to trespassers nailed on its green and 
rotting rails, Within is the Fontaine 
Place—a house gone to decay, and wood- 
land.

They did not 
find answers to all the questions submitted 
to them by Mr. Justice Rose, but the counsel 
for the plaintiffe entertain vory sanguine 
views on the general result of the jury's 
deliberations, The questions and answers of 
the jury aro as follows:

Q.--If #0, what reason was there as shown by 
the evidence for such anticipation? A.—Its belng 
too thin for this service. 

Q.—Was the use of a tire of the thickness of 
this tire reasonable or unreasonable? A.—Un- 
reasonable, 

Q.—In what condition was the engine at the 
time it entered upon the bridge? A.—Ia a broken- 
up condition. 

Q.—State also its conditions at the fourth, fifth, 
sixth and seventh span, or of anyone of such 
spans?

Q.—Were the brakes set before the train reached 
the bridge? A.—No. 

Q.—Was Blackwoll, under the clrounstances 
guilty of negligence in omitting to put on the 
brake earlier than be did? A.—Cannot agree, 

Q.—Havinig regard to the condition of the en- 
gine ond train when entering upon the bridge, 
would the result have been atolded by the adop- 
tion of any means which the company ought to 
have adopted with reference to the bridge?

The Marmora Murder 


A Strange Story by Way of Cobourg, 

The following, which is published in the 
Cobourg World, as the statement of Daniel 
Reid, a neighbor of the Emorys, is given 
for what it is worth : 9 

Ib,seoms that o few daya before the mur- 
der, Davis found Emory in the marsh, and 
was going to kill him, but the poor man 
begged for his life, and promised to go away 
aa let Da ave bis wife. On this condi: 
tion Dayis allowed Emory to live, but the 
unfortunate man afterwards doterminod to 
stand his ground, and on the day before the 
fatal 19th, he made @ statement to Daniel 
Reid. _ Not having been made in the pres- 
ence of either of the prisoners, it was not 
admissible as evidence at the trial! Daniel 
Reid says :—'tWm. Emory started to go 
away from my place on Wednesday, Sept. 
18th, and I asked him what his hurry was. 
Hef, said that he had to go uway; that 
Davis had told him (Emory) that he would 
give him until about the middle of October 
to leave the place ; if not he would shoot 
him. Emory said that he saw Davis in the 
marsh the day. before his: (Reid's) ‘*bee,” 
and that Davis was going to shoot him, 
bat he -begged for his life of. Davis. 
Davis then told him that if he ever 
caught him in the marsh again he would 
shoot him, _ Emory told mo that if any- 
thing happened to him to let it be known. 
Emory said that his wife told him that if 
he did not get away she would have Davis 
kill him, Emory cried and shook hands 
with me and said :—‘‘If anything happens 
leb what I have told you be known, and if 
there does nothing happen to me keap It to 
yourself.” It is supposed that on, the 
morning of September 19th Emory carried 
his rifle to the beayer meadow with the 
determination that ‘he would defend him- 
self to the bitter end in case his avowed 
enemy should attack him, Dayis probably 
surprised Emory while the latter waa en- 
gaged in mowing graas, and shot him with 
his (Emory's) own rifle.

Bancroft is a thriving little village in the 
northern part of the County of Hastings, 
with @ population of about 150 persons. In 
addition to the stores, milla and factori: », 
with which it is well supplied, it contained 
two temporance hotels, which afforded am 
ple accommodation to the travelling public, 
and it has hitherto been noted as one of the 
moat. quiet and ordorly villages in Ontario, 
and astriking contrast to other places where 
licence had been permitted. 

The public sentiment of tho village and 
the municipality is, and has always boon, 
strongly opposed to the introduction of the 
liquor traftio, and a Townsbip by law forbid- 
ding tho issuing of licences has been in force 
for the last 10 or 12 years. A poll was held 
fo March of Jast year to decide whether the 
prohibitory by-law should be renowed fora 
term of three years, and the result was the 
ma) >rity of exactly 100 on a votal vote of 
Joss than 200, in favor of its continuance, 
The by law was passed by the Council and 
forwarded to the [nspector, and as our peo- 
ple suppored this settled the matter, no fur- 
ther attention was paid to it until recently, 

A fow weeks ago it was rumored that a 
petition to the Commissioners for a licence 
was being circulated, but the people not 
being aware that Mr, Mowat had taken 
away their local option, relied on the by- 
law and did nothing until the last moment, 
Oa Wednesday, the 9th inst, a petition 
againat the issue of a liconse was drawn up 
and opened for signature at about 10 a. m., 
and was voluntarily signed by more than 
three fourths of the residents of the village 
representing fally three-fourths of the 
assessment; the day being stormy, very 
fow people outside the village had an op- 
portunity to eign it and it was closed the 
aame evening. 

A letter svating the circumstances was 
written t6the Oommissioners and signed 
by several protiinent residents of the vil- 
lage, avd the Jetter and petition were sent 
to Thomas Cross, Esq, Reeve of Madoo 
village, and ove of the most influential and 
highly ected members of the Reform 
Party i orth Hastings, who added a 
letter verifying tho statements of the peti- 
tionera and endorsing their request ; the 
documents were then duly forwarded. 

Ib happened, however, that the non- 
licence party consisted almost entirely of 
cithor Tories, or Equal Rights Liberals 
who had ventured to oppose the straight 
party tickét\in municipal: elections ; while 
the applicant hadi the inestimable advan: 
tage of bedi aidtraight Grit. The result 
was obviohs. A licence was granted in 
apite of thé'recorded wishes of a majority 
of the people, and Gritism in its worst 
phase camé‘obt triumphant.

THE M’KINLEY TARIFF. 


If Passed the Changes Not Likely to Go 
Into Effect This Year, 


Wasuinoton, May 2,—A large number of 
inquiries have been received by Republican 
members of the Ways and Means Commit- 
tee respecting the date of probable passago 
of the Tariff Bill. The date fixed in tho bill 
for the beginning of its dperations is July 1 
next, and from statements contained in these 
communications it appears the business of 
the country isina very unsettled condition 
in anticipation of unlooked-for changos in 
the tariff. Ibis stated the sugar trade in 
particular is depressed and disturbted. To 
these inquiries the reply is being made that 
the Senate cannot possibly pass the bill 
finally before July 1, which fapt ip 
itself would nocessitate a change in the 
date fixed in the bill, and the probabilitios 
are that the change tobe made will provido 
that the bill shall not take effect before the 
beginning of the noxt calendar year and pos 
sibly not until July 1, 1891, Too committes 
was in session to<lay trying to agree on th 
time to be allowed for tho consideration of 
the bill in the House. The Democrats want 
ed threo weeks at least—two of them to be 
devoted to general debate—whilo the Repub- 
licans desired the general dobate to be one 
week and the dotafled consideration of the 
bill another wook. No agresmont has yot 
been reached and it may yot remain for the 
Committee on Rules to arrange tho program,

HUNTING IN AFRICA: 

The Dark Continent Being Rapidly Depo- 

palated of Its Big Game. 
Royal Phelps Carroll. of tho former 
governor of Maryland, left this city in Octo- 
ber Jast, says the Now York Sun, for ahunt 
in the game country around Mount Kilima- 
Njaro; in Africa. This was not bis first visit 
to the hunting-grounds of the dark contitient, 
and it may not be bis last, for the news Gomes 
from Zanzibar that he has returnod there 
after threo months of glorious sport on the 
great Masal plateau, and that 200, head of 
large game, including many. Hons and‘elo- 
phants, fell before his rifle, The amo dis- 
patch informs us that the recent fashionable 
epidemic has invaded inner Africa, wnt many 
men in Mr. Carroll's Caravan suffered se- 
vorely from influenza, 

Tho region Mr, Carroll visited, though near 
the equator, is very high and comparatively 
sdlubrious, and it is now tho paradise of sports 
men who go to Africa on hunting tours, The 
atories that Thompson and other travelers 
havo told ‘of the game of many variéties that 
Wander over those yast plains have thrilled 
the Nimrods of the north, and not a few Eng- 
lish and Russian .hunters haye abandoned 
India and South Africa and sought the new 
region, where they.have feund such sport as 
they have seldom seen elsewhere.” An Eng- 
glish party of four gentleman, headed by Sir 
Jobn Willoughby, recently returned from the

It is perfectly 
clear that we must raise corn for corn, 
with no thought of fodder; and again, 
corn which has no higher purpose than 
fodder, We must, in short, have! two 
corn fields on every farm, receiving radi 
cally different treatment to correspond 
with the different purposes” for which 
they are cultivated. 

Tn considering the above it must be re- 
membered that corn fodder in Kansas 
has a smaller proportion of leaves and 
blades than {fs found on_ the varieties 
grown in the New England and middle 
states, where picking the ears from the 
standing stalks ond Jeaying the latter 
unharvested would be thought a wasteful 
process. 


‘A Good Tool In the Corn Field. 

Last spring, after working my. corn 
with a two-horse cultivator, ono way (it 
being in-drills), L wished for a tool to 
cross the rows and breale the crust in the 
rows, After a little study L:coneluded 
that wstub toothed hay rake would, be 
just the thing. So I hitched on to try it. 
Ttis far ahead of any drag I ever ‘saw, 
Insteadof covering and tearing out the 
corn, it uncovers it and leaves the corn 
and also the ground in the best possible 
shape. Now Ido not clainy that if will 
kill the grass after it gets a few inches 
high, but it destroys the young plant 
when it first comes up. The kind of 
rake that I used was an independent 
tooth, weighted down with a stick of 
timber; but any rake will do that can ®e 
set low enough to catch in the ground. T 
would advise farmers to try this simple 
tool. 


CURING HONEY. 


How to Cure It in the Comb, After Ex- 
tradting and In Storage. 

There are three ways by which honéy 
is cured, siamely: In the comb, soon 
after extracting and in storage. 

First, as regards the curing of honey 
in the comb, we might ask this question; 
‘Will a long storage of honey in the 
comb improve it?’ Certainly not, as, by 
age, the capping becomes impure and 
‘dirty, which in time will, to a more or 
less extent, penetrate the honey and give 
it a dark tint. 

Second, the curing after extracting ie 
toleaye the honey in open vessels, not 
entirely excluding the air, but especially 
protecting it from the dust and light, * 

Third, the process of curing in storage 
takes place in barrels, after previous 
ripening, and is something like a limited 
vinous fermentation, or rather the devel-

Early Varieties of Cabbage. 

The horticulturist of the Ohio state ex- 
periment station represents.as a result of 
the trials made the Early Wakefield as 
the most trustworthy sort. Notwith- 
standing its superiority as u first carly 
variety it cannot fill the places occupied 
by the leading second early sorts, Its 
distinctive place is to supply the market 
before any of the medium early varicties 
are ready, A good strain will not only 
serve in this capacity, but the greater 
part of the crop will be harvested before 
the later sorts ure fit to cut. It is stated 
that in no other variety is the character- 
istic of carly maturity of a large portion 
of the crop so well marked as in a good 
strain of Early Wakefield, 

As tested at the Ohio station, the ya- 
rieties most highly recommended for 
general cultivation are: All Season's 
Chase'a Excelsior, Deep Head, Early 
Wakefield, Early Summer, Fottler, Hen- 
derson’s Succession, Louisville Drum- 
head, Low's Peerless and Winningstadt, 
Of these Early Wakefield yields a greater 
percentage of itscrop at a given date, 
and matures its entire crop earlier than 
either of the others. The first cutting of 
Early Wakefield was June 29, the others 
ranging along from July 2 to July 17,

Those who ship vegetables and fruit 
to city markets are well aware how 
much neat packages help the sale of 
their contents, As those who have tried 
it declare, it is often more profitable to 
take their truck and fruit to a small 
place, especially if it be a manufacturing 
town, than to New York or other large 
markets, It is often the case that a far- 
mer has a bushel or two of peas or some 
other truck, or a few quarts of currants 
or other small fruits, which he purposes 
to take to the nearby town to dispose of. 
Not being accustomed to market such 
articles regularly, they present a strange 
sight as he sets out, a peck of peas at 
the bottom of a bushel basket that is 
none too clean; 4 quart of currants hid- 
den ina five quart pail that has seen 
better days; a few early beets, an after- 
thought, are thrown into the bottom of 
the wagon, without taking the trouble 
to wash or bunch them. It can be but 
little wonder that stuff taken in this mis- 
cellaneous manner is slow of sale, 

American Agrioulturist suggests that 
those farmers who occasionally market 
truck should provide themselves with a 
sufficient number of crates and boxes, in 
which to take their stuff in a neat and 
attractive manner; these packages to bo 
kept in good order and to be used for no 
other purpose whateyer, The crate used 
by those who ship truck te a distance is 
one that holds a bushel, some of a barrel 
capacity being also require Fora long

progress through the dense undergrowth’ of 
brosh and ambitious young trees which grow 
beneath the impervious shades of the forest 
giants, and which was ynatted by arums, 
plrynin and amoma, meshed by endless lines 
of calamus, and complicated by great cable- 
like convolvuli, was often only at the rate of 
400 yardgan hour, Through such obstruc- 
tions as these we had to tunnel a way for tho 
column to pass, The Amazon valley cannot 
boast a more impervious or amore umbra- 
geous forest, nor one which has more truly a 
tropical character than this vast upper Congo 
forest, nourished as it is by eleven months of 
tropical showers,”

Chursing Whole Butters 

The same process of churning is re- 
quired to make butter from sweet milk 
as from soured cream, Tho butter fat in

In 21 éohools fair progress was being made, and 
in 18 the'pupila knew vory little English, The 
backward condition of these Inst moationed 
schools must bs attributed, wo believe, to thein 
ability of the teachers to spoak English freely. 
Your commissioners found that roligious ex- 
ercises ocoupy a prominent place ixfthe achoole 
fospeoted by us. In 57 schools religious in 
atruction is given during school houra, in 22 it in 
given either before or after achool and in 18 no 
religious instruction is given, This instruction’ 
is given by the teachers froma catechism pre- 
pared for children of the Roman Oatholio church 
‘and itia to the teaching from this ontechitm 
that roference is mado in the achedule and sum 
mary when religious instruction is spoken of, 

In some of the schools epécial instruction is 
given from ‘this book, for a cortain portion of 
the year, to children who are preparing for their 
first communion. 

Tho prayers in use, in addition to the Lerd’s 
Proyer,which ia used in almost every school,are 
taken from the Roman Catholic books of devo- 
tion, These prayers are in some schools used at 
the opening and close of the school, both in the 
forenoon and afternoon. 1n some of the French 
text books in use, which are elsewhere referred 
toin this repert the tenots, peculiar to the 
Rowan Oatholio Church, are more or Jess pro- 
minently introduced. 

In addition thers methods of inoulcating re- 
ligion, there were found in many of the schools 

in the county of Essex pictures of » religious 

character, the orucifix snd small s‘atues or 
images of saints, In two instanoes in the coun- 
ty of Prescott altara were found in the schools, 

Tt waa stated that these were erected during the 
month of May for services of # special nature 

for the people of the neighborhood, who assem- 

bled in the school house for evening prayers, as 
the churchea were at a considerable distance 
from these localities, 

The prominence given to the Roman Catholic 

religion in these schools is objectionable to the 

English-epeaking Protestants generally, The 

regulations provided by law on this question are 

ample to give protection to the religious convio- 

tions of all classes of people. They allow euffi- 

cient liberty to Protestant and Roman Catholic 

alike for imparting religious instruction without 

infriogibg upon the ordinary work of the school,

A HUNDRED FEMALE. MANIACS PER- 
ISH AT LONGUE POINTE, 


Four of the Nans Among the Dend—The 


Male Patients All Saved—soones of 
Horror at the Buraing of the Lunatic 
Asylam, 


A long line ‘of gaunt 
towers, the blazing dobria reflected in the 
wild eyes of the maniace—that ts all one 
Pointe Lunatic Asylum, 
but the tragic sights witnessed thore to-day 
tan never be forgotten. 

Taking {t allin all, nothing could exceed 
tho horror attending this terrible ralamity, 
considering tho number of helpless victims, 
the terrible nature of their death and tho 
mannor in which they mot their fate, What 
to tho spectators was a scone of b 
to the lunatics a momont of sup 
and in thoir delight thoy sported th 
in the flames, wayed thelr blazing limbs in 
turbulent satisfaction at tho rnin that was 
about them, and not until the walls tumbled 
over their hoads were their maniacal scroams 
silenced. 

There wore incarcerated in Longuo Pointe 
1800 lunatics, for that asylam was a prison 
pibre than an hospital. Not more than 1100 
bro accounted for, but many escaped into the 
folds and the woods, and the dead are ashes 
bmongst the ashes. Tho number of dead is 

urely a matter of conjecture and can never 

ascertained, since no other record is kept 
than that in tho asylum books, and thoy 
aro also destroyed. Taking into con- 
rideration the whole evidence from firemen, 
balf-mane inmates, tho sisters in charge, by- 
ptanders and personal observation it is a 
conservative estimate to ey that 100 persons 
met their death, though some assort that the

This fact remains that no such calamity 
has fallen upon Quebec province since the 
earliost times, 

Ever since Quebec was a province its 
management of these most helpless of all 
cregtures has boon its shame. They have 
beon farmed out to the nuns at $100 a head 
per year, and the sisters’ alm was to keep 
them as frugally us possible and with the 
least possible outlay for permanent works or 
repairs. While thelr most urgent bodily 
wants were supplied no attempt was made 
at systematic medical treatment, Insanity 
‘was regarded not asa disease amenable to 
treatment but as a malady instigated by 
the ovil one to be exorcised by prayers and 
incantations. 

By a curious coincidence the only Protest- 
ant insane asylum in the province was 
inaugurated to-day by its new superintend- 
ent, Hitherto patients of all denominations 
were crowded together, and the Protestants 
by persistent personal solicitations raised 
enough money to found an institution of their 
own, in which thelr own pationts are being 
eared for, For years the Government has 
been urged to redeem its treatment of the 
insane from it medimV¥al condition, and last 
summer the rhothor superior with a body 
guard was sent abroad with duo solemnity 
to ascertain if anything could bo learned 
from almilar institutions in HBurope, but up 
to this morning she had ovidontly discovered 
nothing that would be of value toher in tho 
care of those entrusted to her, 

If Hard Cash” wore to be written again 
Charles Reale might haye gleaned somo in- 
teresting details from the Longue Pointe 
asylum management, 

At 11.55 a telograph message was received 
In Montreal saying that tho asylum was on 
fire and imploring assistance. This could 
pot be dono without consulting Mayor 
Grenier, who was found at the Banque du 
Pouple, and he at once ordored tho engines 
to be despatched. Ono engine and two reels 
started on their 10-milo run and wore quickly 
on the spot, but they might as well have re- 
mained at home, for in‘flve minutes they 
exhausted the water supply.’ Tho only thing 
that could save thd building was the St. 
Lawrence Rivor hid it Wasa half milo ‘dis- 
tant. 

Ten miles below Montreal a point of land 
pike into the river. Hore is the villago of 

nguo Pointe and here was the famous 


fonatio asylum, Fifteon minutes before 


noon the cry. of fire. was given. Tho 
blaze originated ino cupboard and 
wos kindled there by a. patient. 


From the construction of the building there 
is some doubt as to whether it was intended 
for an asylumor a blast furnace ;in any case it 
served the latter purpose admirably, It was 
constructed of brick and was 600 feot long run- 
ning back from the river half the distance. 
The main building occupied the contre and 
oneach side extended four wings six stories 
in hoight, 'To the east were tho mon's wards 
and to the west tho women’s, making sixty 
in all, In tho roar was the engine house, 
laundry and store rooms, all of which were 
saved, 

‘Tho fire started in the second ward in the 
women’s side in an upper story and as the 
yontilition was carried on by a longitudinal 
sbaft connected with the towers tho flames 
soon appeared blazing up through the roof in 
the contre of each tower. When your cor 
respondent arrived with tho firemen tho dome 
of ono tower had just fallen and tho flames 
woro bursting out overywhere. Streams 
wero laid on and while they lasted some 
good was done, but that was fora very brief 
a Tho horror of tho situation was revealed 
asthe heat increased, the statues fell from 
their niches to the ground and then the habi- 
tants prostrated themselves and said that 
the saints bad deserted them Indeed, Mean- 
furniture and utonsila wore being 
from the windows and a stream of 
ill-clad mon ponred out of the eastern wing. 

Not a male pationt was lost. Among tho 
women it was different. Tho loss hopeless 
cases wore placed in the lower wards and 
they were removed without difficulty, but 
from tho upper wards Where the violent 
pationts were socured there came the wildest 
reams as they resisted, tho nuns besceching 
them to make theirescape. At the windows 
‘fa maniac would be seen peering through tho 
bars, grinning and jabbering at tho br ight 
flame that went up to the sky. As the heat 
became more intense she would grasp the 
bars and remain thoro till tho flames en- 
voloped her. The habitants had come from 
all parts attracted by the blazo and in an 
hour the little village was ono surging mass 
of shouting, vociferating F suohmen, drink- 
ing whisky blanc and recounting the strange 
sconos thoy behold. 

Whon tho flromen found they were power- 
loans to wave the building they turned their 
attention to the and burvt in the

doors with axos, Inside Chivf Bonolt says it 
was such a sight as no fireman ever before 
witnemed, In one ward ho entered there 
wore 25 pationts and at his approach thoy 
huddled together Uke apgck of bey sta yntwin- 
Ing their arms into ono mass of humanity.

In another ward throe firemen were nearly 
trapped to death, Captain Doolan, Lambert 
and Cyr, They ontered and the door closed 
behind thom by a spring lock As le custom 
ary, there was no handle on the inaide, the 
Joors resisted thelr axes nud they rushed to 
tho windows but ware driven back by the 
Hames Tho chief suspecting thelr peril sont 
to tho othor wide and the mon wore carried 
Jown on Iadders, O'Rourke, the ongineor of 
the building, did good work in saving nine 
patients and ovory fireman mado a record of 
which he may fool proud.

Tho St. Jean do Diou asylum, commonly 
called Longue Pointe, was founded in the 
year 1878, The Government being desirous 
of closing the St. Jean d’Ibervillo asylum 
and relieving the Beauport asylum at Que- 
bec, which was overcrowded, came to an 
understanding with the Sisters of Provi- 
deuce with a view of establishing an asylum 
for idiots and for the insane, The erection 
of the odifice was commenced the following 
yoar and on July 11, 1875, this asylum re- 
coived its first pationta, The buildings con- 
sisted of the main building, of four other smal- 
lor buildings copnected by wings and had a 
frontage 'of 630 fect. These edifices were of 
brick with frieze and ground floor in cut 
stone, The principal building was six stories 
high, the other portions of the building five. , 
Tho Sisters of Providence spent in founding 
and organising, this institution $1,132,232, of. 
which sum $700,000 was spent in buildings. 

The building was insured by the Govern- 
mont for $300,000 in the Royal Insurance 
Company. ‘This sum has boon re-insured in 
18 local companics in sums varying from 
$5000. to, $22,000, Tho Sisterhood of 
Providence, who owned the building and 
‘undér whose management the Institution has 
always been, is the largest of the many large 
Canadian religious communities, although 
only, established 50 years ago, Its founder 
was Madame Gamolin, widow of a wealthy 
Montreal merchant, who ondowed the new 
sisterhood. The motber house of the order 
was for many years the conyent connected 
with St James’ Roman Catholic Church. 
Lately the headquarters of the order were 
removed ‘to the large mew convent and 
asylum in Fullum-street, The Deaf and 
Dumb Institute in St, Dents-street is the 
other large clty house of the Providence 
nuns. 


MR. MEREDITH AT TORONTO, 


Lender of the Ontario Opposition 

Addresses a Maks Meothigy 

Toronto, May 7.—The leader of the On- 
tario Opposition addressed 4 rnass meeting in 
the Pavilion last night, Mr, Meredith re- 
ceived an enthusiastic reception.

The Firm Removed into More Commodious 
Quarters. 


« Messrs. Homer Ohristi & Co's. laundry 
establishment,which has been in operation 
in this city for some years, doing business 
on Bridge street west, has been removed 
to amore central part of the olty. The 
firm are now located in the premises for- 
merly occupied by the INTELLIGENCER office, 
on the corner of Front and MoAnnany 
streets, On the ground floor facing Front 
street is the office, which has been fitted up 
with modern improvements ard presents an 
attractive appearance. Upon the second 
floor is situated the engine room, supplied 
with an upright boiler and a Ball automatic 
engine manufactured by Leonard & Son, of 
London. On this floor is also the work 
room, supplied with two washing machines 
manufactured by the same firm, which aro 
operated by machinery, The sorting 
room is also situated upon this floor, Upon 
entering on the third floor a busy scene 
is witnessed. At the eastern end is found 
the workshop, where persons are busily 
engaged in manvfacturing washing ma- 
chines, five at present beingin course of con- 
struction and a sale for which has already 
been secured. After passing from the 
wash room the articles are placed in a re- 
volving machine filled with starch, which 
is started in motion revolving at o rapid 
rate. In this manner hundreds of pieces 
can be starched ina few minutes. In the 
centre of this flat is the drying room, which 
is kept at a high temperature, and which 
is supplied with the requisite accoommoda- 
tions for drying a large number of articles, 
At the extreme west ond of the flat is the 
finishing room, where all goods are iroved 
and rolled. Every department has been 
supplied with the Jatest improvements in 
the way of machinery necessary for the per- 
fcrmance of first class work. 

This firm has also branch offices at Doser- 
onto, Stirling, «Cobourg, Campbeliford, 
Tronton, Tweed, Picton, Madoc and Col- 
borne.

Our Barley in Britain 

A British commission firm, writing to a 
broker at Toronto, says: Our experience 
with your barley is not encouraging. In 
the first place it is far too dear as com- 

jared with Danubian and Black Sea barley. 

‘our barley is much overdressed. Broken 
and skinned grains are most objectionable 
in malting. Our maltaters also being ua- 
accustomed to it have had great tronble and 
loss while in process of malting owing to ita 
rapid growth, and after coming to a certain 
stage becomes black. Distillers here are 
in the habit of continuing the process of 
malting thus; Steeping, say, 48 hours, 
ond say ten to twelve days on the malting 
floor. Some barleys are steeped longer, 
and brewers prefer to give their malt 
twelve to fourteen days on the floors, so 
that unless the barley is sound of Itself and 
free of broken grains, it encourages mould, 
thereby destroying the properties of the 
malt. 1s anything done with you 
to check the rapid growth of the 
malt in its early stages, and do Amer- 
ican maltsters keop the malt as long on the 
floors as they do here? We send you two 
samples of Oanadian barley which have been 
handed to us by parties here, and we are led 
to understand that a large breadth is being 
sown with such quality, Of course much 
will depend upon the season for quality, but 
you might make enquiry as to this for guid- 
ance in the coming season, This class of 
barley will take better here than what we 
have had, provided tho malting and produce 
is satisfactory. Some people object to Oa- 
nadian barley altogether, owing to the fear 
that the climate cannut produce mellow 
malting barley ; hard, flinty barleys are not 
in favor for malting. 

(The samples sent are a fine heavy quali- 
ty of barley, apparently two-rowed. It is 
perhaps in the malting process that the 
British brewers have failed in producing 
an excellent ale from Canadian barley. In 
Canada the barloy is usually steeped 72 
hours, and lefton the malting floors eight 
to nine days. The mald js dried on a kiln 
for 24 hours.—Coml, Kd, Empire.) 

[A friend who is well vorsed in the trade 
saysthat the first requisite of auccess is to 
seb the threshing machines so wide that 
none of the grains will bo bruised 
or broken, Bruised or broken grains will 
not malt properly with sound grains—Ep,

This insti- 
tution is for the good of mute children and 
that is always our firat and chiefest con- 
sideration.” 

“In tho institution free?” 1 queried, 
“Practically it nominally itis not, 
Parents or guardians who are ablo, pay 
$50 per yoar to the institute for each pupil 
and aupply thom with clothing. But where 
the Roeve of any municipality certifies that 
parents ara not able to do this, the child is 
received free of charge. We received $125 
for paying pupils last year, and the expon- 
wero over $40,000, It would be bettor 
if it were declared a freo institution ; for 
the majority of the parents are poor, yot 
many do not like to,assert before the Reeve 
that they aro unable to pay for their child~ 
ron’s support. Tho consequence is that 
they grow up in igaorance and idleness, or

“This class is composed of children who 
entered in September,” said Mr, Mathiazon, 
“They have now a vocabulary of 200 words.

In this grado 
young people of both soxos, of ages vary 
ing from 15 to 20, show evidence of having 
received an excellent education, They are 
pr: ficient in nearly eyory subject and their 
teacher, Mr. Coleman, han reason to bo 
proud of them. In practical arithmetic the 
work of this class is really wonderful, 

In this class also excellent work is done 
in translation from the sign language to 
the written, Skeleton language is used 
with these advanced pupils. ‘They are 
given tho signs for leading words only,’ 
said Mr, Ooloman, ‘Thus thoy get tho 
ideas, thon clothe them in their own lan- 
guage.’

Tho Conservative convention, held at 
Roslin on tho 6th inst., to nominate a can- 
didate in the interest of the Opposition 

y in the Ontario Logislaturo, was largoly 


of the riding. 

Hungerforford was well reprosented by 
loading ratepayers, amongst whom we no- 
tioed, Robt. Gordon, Reeve; A. Mc-

Mr. Rosert Gordon, Reeve of Hunger- 
ford, being called upon said if thére was 
ever an election where politics should be 
lost sight of in view of the grave questions 
of the days it waa this, (Cheers.) Every 
lover of his country whoold unite to do 
away with class logislation, to remove the 
hand of Archbishop Cleary, who was ruling 
the destinies of Ontariv. “The Roman 
Catholics of Hangerford had always been 
tatiofiod with ‘the common schools, and 
now that they had to build a epirate school 
At the bidding’ of the Archbishop ‘they 
would find it an injary to them as well! as 
to the township, und for the sake ‘of the 
catholic parent and scholar; ay well as for 
themselves, they should join ‘hands “and 
put down class legislation, (Oheers.) 

Dr. Newron expressed hiniself pleased 
with the nomination of Mr, Hudson, He 
then referred to the Separate Schools and 
the Licence qhestions, citing the occurrence 
at Bancroft to show how, under the present 
regulations, the wishes of the poople were 
trampled on. To show the arbitrary spirit 
of the present Government he cited the case 
of Deseronto, where, a Division Court Olerk 
being wanted, the choice of the people was 
set aside on account of his politics, and one 
imported from Shannonville. (Lavghter.) 
. Mn. Hopson, being called upon, was re- 
coived with loud cheers as he stepped for- 
ward. He said that he was only partially 
recovered from illness, and was physicdlly 
in poor condition, but was prepared to give 
an account of his stewardship. Although 
he would havo preferred being relieved from 
the candidacy, yet he could not refuse such 
a'warm expréssion of approbation of his 
course as their representative in the Legis: 
jature, and was glad to feel that he till re 
tained in such » marked degree their confi- 
dence. (Cheers.) It rested with the elect: 
ors to say whether or no he would again 
represont them, and that the elec- 
tion now pending more than any former 
one, would rivet tho attention of the coun- 
try, au there were graye queations to be de- 
cided that were moving every elector who 
was loyal to the State. He referred briefly 
to the finances of Ontario, and said that al- 
though the accounts were 30 cooked as to 
show an apparent surplos, Mr. Ross was 
forced to acknowledge that the Province 
was in debt two millions of dollars. Al- 
though the Mowat Government had the 
advantage of the interest accruing from the 
accumulations of the preceding Government 
of Sandfield McDonald, during the past 
four or five years they had borrowed over 
million dollars. Roferring to the Licence 
question, he read a letter placed in his 
hands by Mr. Munns, a temperance man 
in York, who, at the request of the License 
Commissioners, had hired a detective to 
enforce the Scott Act in West York, for 
which the Commissioners not only would 
not recoup him for his outlay at their re- 
quest, but handed his letter to Mr, Pres- 
ton, the Grit orgunizer, who paraded it be- 
fore the liquor dealers of West Lambton to 
show them how the temperance mon were 
porsecuting them, By the redaction in 
tho price of school books which the opposi- 
tion forced the government to make, $100,- 
000 per annum was saved the parente of 
the province. Referring to the Separate 
School question, he said that tho Roman 
Catholics were granted Separate Scoools on 
cortain conditions, which original condi- 
tions the presont government bad about 
dostroyed at the beck of the Hierarchy.

thatho heartily reponts of having {osured the 
chureh and scandalized his neighbors by his 
withdrawal of his taxes,from Catholic edu 
cation, and shall) have promised to become a 
supporter of the separate school at the carliost 
opportunity, On receipt of this declaration in 
writing any priest of my dioceso may absolyo 
him.

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Refusing a Secret Ballot. 
It is well known that the ballot at Ontario | } 
elections is not a secret one, but that by 
means of the number on the back it may be 
known for whom an elector has voted, thus 
opening the way for bribery and intimidation 
and vitiating the principle for which the 
ballot was established. Last seseion Mr. A. 
F, Wood, of Hastings, introduced the follow- 
ing bill to make the lot a secret one; 

** Whereas the provisions of the Ontario 
Election Act do not secure a secret ballot at 
elections of members of the Legislative A 
sembly, and it is essential to the efficiency 
and security of the system of voting by bal- 
lot that the ballot should be a secret one; 
and whereas the provisions of the Manicipal 
Act, which secure a secret ballot at elections 
of mayors, aldermen, reeves and other mem- 
bers of municipal councils, have been found 
to work satisfactorily, and it is expedient 
toamend the Ontario Election Act so as to 
make the ballot at elections of members of 
the Legislative Assembly similar to the bal- 
lot provided for municipal elections ; 

“Therefore her majesty, by and with the 
advice and consent of the Legislative Assem- 
bly of the province of Ontario, enacts as fol- 
lows : 

**1. So much of sub-section 4 of section 63 
of the Ontario Election Act as provides that 
every ballot paper shall have a number 
printed on the Backs! tWoreot nad) thatthe 
same number shall be printed on the face of 
the counterfoil attached thereto is hereby re- 
pealed, and hereafter neither the ballot nor 
the counterfoil shall be numbered. 

**2. So much of sub-section 9 of section 90 
of the said Act as provides that the deputy 
returning officer shall write or otherwise 
murk on the counterfoil the number pre- 
fixed to the name upon the voters’ list ot a 
person presenting himself tor the purpose of 
voting is hereby repealed, and hereafter such 
number shall not be written or marked | 
thereon

The bill contained the following 
provisions ; = 

_ 1. English shall be the language of every

2. ‘© as provided by acction 7 of this 
Act, no other language than the Knglish 
shall be taught in any public or separate 
school in this province, 

3. No teacher shall be employed or per- 
mitted to teach inany public or separate 
school in this province unleas he is capable of 
speaking the Tina ish Ianguage and of con- 
ducting the proceedings of his school accord- 
ing to the programme of studies applicable 
thereto in that language. 

4. Nothing herein contained is to preventa 
teacher, where it is impracticable by reason 
of any pupil not being able to understand the 
instruction which he desires to convey if 
given in English, from imparting it to him in 
any language which such pupil is able to 
understand. 

5. It shall be the duty of the achool inspeo- 
tor to report at least once in every six months 
upon every school under his charge in which 
any other language than the Enylish is taught, 
and in such report to certify as to whether 
the provisions ot this Act are being complied 
with, and any violations thereof which have

otherwise enact, be continued to be taught 
for such period not exceeding one hour per 
day, as the trustees may direct, ‘ 
-rovided always that the instruction given 
in such other language shall not interfere 
with, but shall be in addition to, the course 
of study in English presoribed for such achools, 
that only such text books shall be used os 
shull bo authorized by regulation of the De- 
partment of Education, that such instruction 
shall be confined to reading, grammar and 
composition, and shall bogiven only to those 
pupils whose parents or guardians shall re- 
quest it. 

8. If it shall appear by the report of tho 
inspector that the provisions of this Act are 
not being in good faith carried out in any 
school, the provisions ot section 7 shall, after 
rotice has been given to the trustees of the 
school of such report, and failure by them for 
one month to remedy what is reported against, 
coase to apply to such sehool. 

9, All regulations of tho Department of 
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Education inconsistent with the provisions of 
this Act are hereby abrogated and repealed. 


This measure met every feature of the case 
and would have remedied the defect in the 
public school aystem as tho Ross method 
cannot possibly hope to do, Yet it was 
voted down by the following supporters of 
the Governmé@at:

Ho thought tho Governmontshould 
pass a law which would remove tho tempta- 
tion for members to act as Mr, Rykert had.

CLEVELAND, May10,—A.. Leader spécial 
from Akron, O., says: At 53¢ this evening | 
in the inidst of a most terrific cloudburst this 
city was struck by the worst tornado which 
has ever beon known hereabouts, excepting, 
perhaps,the Sharon cyclone of a month ago. 
The storm struck the southern part of the 
city and tore through the fifth, fourth and 
second wards, doing damage which cannot be 
estimated at this writing, but fully 100 bulld- 
ings are completely demolished and hundreds 
more are badly damaged. “Tho house of 
Dominick Greader at Cross and Washington- 
streets was unroofed and Mrs, Greader was 
slightly injured. John Heller's house, a fow 
doors north, was almost demolished, as werd 
Joseph Biggor’s asd Louis Shafiler’s houses, 
Passing along Brown, Kline and Wheeler 
streots a dozen or more houses were more or 
less damaged, some being moved bodily from 
their foundations and others completely un- 
roofed. Thomas, Gilligan's house in King- 
street was umasidd. ‘Tony Mennett’s house 
in Grant-strect was turned topsy-turvy and 
ruined. 

Gobbart Herman's family of nine person: 
had just sat down to supper in the lean-to 
kitchen, Tho tornado struck the house and 


landing it 60 feet away, All the occupants 
Were more or less bruised. Mr, Herman was 
pinned down in the debris, and only the 
energy of despair, when he smelt the odor of 
fire near him, onabled him to extricate him- 
self. Ho found his little girl pinned down by 
the overturned stove, and before the flames 
could be extinguished sho ws fright 
fully burned about the back and 
limbs, The hurricane then struck the 
Burkhardt brewery squarely, wrecking 
it utterly, The loss will probably 
reach $20,000. The house of A. B, Miller was 
completely obliterated. At the corner of 
Brown and Exchange-streeta O, C. Baker's 
grocery was torn to pieces. His wife and 
daughters were in tho building, but they 
escaped to the cellar and wero saved, Baker 
is missing and it is feared that he is dead in 
the ruins E. §. Harrington's house was 
crushed in upon bis four children, but luckily 
allescaped. Thomas Thompson's house was 
lifted over the family’s heads and landed up- 
side down many fect away. Mra, Nash's 
house was utterly demolished. Philip Web- 
ber’s and John Spicer’s houses were smashed. 
The Gibbs pottery, a brick block 150 by 06 
feet in size, was leveled to the earth, Just 
acroés the street was ths large barn owned 
by Frank Knapp, which was smushed. His 
pottery across the street was also badly dam- 
aged. James Whittel’s barn and orchard, 
worth $1000, were destroyed and he himself 
narrowly escaped. 

Melvin Irish’s fainily had just seated them- 
selves at supper when Mrs, Irish cried: “Run 
to the cellar, a cyclone is coming.” Sho and 
her two children managed to reach the cellar 
before the crash, but Mr. Irish was caught 
by a heavy timber and his spine was serious- 
ly injured, Ho is probably fatally hurt 
Passing on, the storm demolished the houses 
of Alvin Alexander and Mrs, Kate O'Connell, 
Then having leveled a large orchard in its 
path it oxpended its force on Robert Watt's 
house and Mrs. Eliza Baker's home and passed 
into the open beyond. Tho oxtent of the 
tornado is at this time unexplored and the 
damage in dollars cannot be stated. It is, 
however, large, and it falls on the laborers 
whose all is in their homes, All descriptions

The supporters of Separ 
ate Schools under the law aro thooretically 
entitled to manage thom in the same way 
as the Public achools aro managed, This 
rightshould be made a real Fc) offective 
control, and against the claims of the ecolos 
. | jastical authorities the ratepayers who sup 
port Separate schools must be protected in 
tho exercise of their franghise by the ballot 
or in some other form. 

The courso of Instruction, too, in the 
Separate schools, the school books to be 
used and tho inspection of them, should be 
under the like control and supervision as 
the Public schools; and a rigid onforce- 
ment of the law and regulations on thoso 
matters should be insisted on, The Council 
can see no reason why the inspection of all 
schools, Separate as. well as Public, should 

nob/be by the same offictal. 

The problem which presents itself tor 
solution in the eastern Apert of the province 
and to some extond also in the extremo 
south-western district—is one, as the reso- 
lution paased at the Convention implies, 
whith has engaged the attention and ex- 
olted the apprehension of the people of this 
Province. 

It was discovered that slowly and on 
coptibly the French Canadians who had 
immigrated {nto Ontario had, under the 
guidance of their Ohurch, taken possession 
of the schools, and, without legal warrant, 
had practically introduced the school sys- 
tem and teachings of the Province of Que- 
beo, ab the same timo supplaniiog the En- 
lish language by the F'reno! 

Tho Department of Education haa ini- 
tiated changes, as the result of the recom 
mendation of a special commission who 
were ompowered to. investigate and report 
on the subject, This the Oouncil hails 
with satisfaction, and now that publio at 
tention is directed to tho subject, there 
should be no half-hearted assertion that 
this must romain, as it is, emphatically an 
English speaking province; and that what- 
ever furthor logislation or dopartmental 
regulations may be found necessary to 
eradicate the evil, the next Assembly will 
be ready to enact and enforce, 

Such are the views of the Council on the 
issues which present themselves at the 
present election. How are those amongst 
you whose opinions are reflected in this 
statement to give them effect? The an- 
awer is plain. In constitnencies in which

The Legislative Buildings 

There area few points connected with 
this now notorious job to which we wishto 
call the attention of the people of Ontario, 

1, The Government got permission from 
the people to spend $500,000 in their con- 
struction, 

2. The designs of Darling & Curry and 
other Oanadian architects, based on the 
stated requirements of the Government as 
toaccommodation and cost, called for an 
expenditure of about $600,000, it being 
found impossible to provide the specified 
accommodation in a suitably handsome 
stracture for less than such an amount. 

3. After some consideration the plans 
and designs of Darling & Curry were prac- 
tically accepted by the Government, 

4, Subsequently, for some unexplained

IDIOTS ROASTED ALIVE. 


TEN UNFORTUNATES PERISH IN THE 
FLAMES. 


fhe Chenango County (N.¥.) Poor House 
ond Insane Asylum Burnt to tho 
Ground—The Fire Supposed to Havo 
Originated Froman Old Woman's Pipe, 


Utica, May 8,—Tho Chenango County 
Poor House at Preston was burnt last night 
ft 11 o'clock and tho lives of ten of tho in- 
mates were lost, Tho fire started in 
the insano department. All the de- 

tments in the institution were 
rowded and it can well bo imagined that 
the rescue of the poor creatures, many 
of them old and very fecblo and others wild 
with fear and terror, which added to their 
Insane delusions, was by no means an easy 
task, Tho victims were: 
Barah Mills, Afton, §. Beardsley, Columbus. 
Arvilla Attwood, Norwich. D. Dibble, Bainbridge. 

Austin, county charge. A. Babcock, co. charge. 

Warren,connty charge. Lama Gray, Greene, 

B. Gallagher. Norwich. M.A.O'Danicls, Preston. 

The bodies were entirely consumed except 
the trunks, Kooper Hall was in Norwich in 
the afternoon, Upon returning to Preston 
he was eating a luncheon when ono of the at- 
tendants ran in and exclaimed; ‘We are all 
‘on fire.” Keeper Hall and the attendants 
immediately set to work rescuing the in- 
mates some of whom assisted materially in 
pba the others, None of the provisions or 

jousehold effects wee saved. Nothing re- 
tains but the cistern in the cellar, 

Tho buildings destroyed were the asylum, 
in which there were about 80 inmates, and 
the pauper house and idiot ward, in which 
there were about 40, Both were tliree-story 
wooden buildings in good repair, having 
wings two-story in height, They stood 
sido by sido, a driveway separating. 
Thoy wero valued at $25,000 and insured for 
19,000 and are a total loss, The horrible 
part of tho disaster was the burning of the 10 
idiots who were penned in their cells and were 
roasted alive, The fire started in this portion 
of the main building and as the inmates were 
nslcep and no sounds were heard it is prob- 
ablo that the smoke and gases smothered 
them before they felt the pain of the fire, 

The origin of the fire was probably the 
smouldering sparks of a slight fire which 
occurred Wednesday afternoon. Deborah 
Dibble, a feoble-minded old woman, was 
smoking a p'po and set her cloth- 
ing and bedding on fire and was 
burned fatally before the flames 
could bo  xtinguished. Her corpse 
was burned Inst night. It is supposed that 
the fire started from some undiscovered 
smouldering sparks from this event, Tho 
keeper was awakened by a pauper and at- 
tempted to release tho idiots, but was driven 
back by the fire. He then ran through the 
other buildings in his nightelothes, rousing 
the inmates and turning them out of doors. 

Tho insane patients had, some of ther, to 
be forced out and fought against release, but 
nil wore saved. Most of thom were taken 
under guard to the Methodist and Univer- 
salist Churches till other quarters aro pro- 
vided, and such a gibbering, motley congre- 
gation was noyer seen in churches before. 
Some escaped and took to the woods, where 
the sheriff anda Jarge number of deputies 
are hunting for them. Keeper Mainwaring 
rescued several at the peril of his life, 

Tho scene at the b. rning was indoscribable 
and the horrors of Longuo Point 
Feonncted on a smaller scale, Demented and 
torror-stricken inmates wandered around the 
burning piles in a hopeless manner. The 
Great wooden bnildings lit up the hills for 
tiles around. ‘Tho coroner will hold an in- 
quest.

KILLED BY CANNIBALS. 


THE FATE OF COMMANDER MUSY 
AND HIS MEN. 


After n Gallant Fight Against Terrible 
Odds They Are Massacred and Eaton 
by Congo Savages—Tho Government 
Dofented in the Prussian Dict 


BRussELS, May 9.—The news is confirmed 
of tho killipg of Mr. Musy, commander of 
the French post at Bangui, on the Mobangi 
branch of the Congo. He is the second 
white man who has beon killed by the 
oatives in the Congo ba Tho first was 
the comrade of Capt. ' r in bis trip 
last year across the continent. Musy was 
killed with twelve men on his station on 
Jan, 3. Ho had left bis post with many 
allies from the Botambi and Jacobi tribes to 
chastise the village of Salanga for making 
slaye raids upon yillages that wero in friend- 
ly relations with the French. During the 
fight which followed his arrival at Salanga 
all his allies deserted him, and he and the 
twelve men of his station were left alone, 
surrounded by the enemy in overpowering 
numbers, Musy kept the savages at bay 
until his ammunition was exhausted, when 
he was killed, All his men perished with 
him, and their bodies were eaten by tho 
cannibals. The station at Bangui was re- 
established twenty-four days after the death 
of its commander,

»per Care of Lamba 


Pekin Dacks—Notos for the Farmer, 
Good farming is mado up of several opera 


tions, all of which working together make a 
Among some of these are 


successful whole 
draining, subsolling, good plowing, pulveriz 
ing the soil, rotation of crops, thorough cul 
tivation, providing shelter, care of manure, 
and controf of ties by fencing. But these 
are not always performed in the bestmannor, 
and under adverse umstances somo of 
tham do positive harm. vices in farming, 
failing of success, denounce the operations 
and pronounce them “humbuga”” 

Tako, for instance, the practice of subsoll- 
ing. Ina gravelly or porous subsoil it is not 
needed, and the ow: obtains no benefit 
from it, Performed in wot subsoil, which it 
adhesive or clayey in its composition, it may 
render it more compact by prossing it to- 
gether like mortar, and may barden it in- 
stead of rendering it looser and lighter ax in- 
terided. Or, the subsoiling may be inconr 
plete and inefficiont by the narrow furrow 
which it makes Tho common plow which 
precedes it, cuts afurrow a foot wide, and the 
subsoil plow, as ofton constructed, hardly six 
inches; and the result is that the hard un 
broken.earth between them: “As remedy for 
this defective work is to cut the common- 

low furrows only halé a foot wide, which 

k up all the hard ridges, and reduce the 
wholo bed of mellow soil to a state of fine 
pulverization. Care should be taken to puk- 
verizo perfectly the portion of the earth 
which tho subsoil-plow lifts and breaks up, 
and not merely to mako it a line of clods, 
which would afford little or no aid to the 
plants with their long extending roots, 

Tho defects in draining, as often practised, 
are insuiticient (lepth of the ditebes, dofoo 
tive underground channels for tho escape of 
the water, nnd badly laid Jaid-out lines for a 
regular descont, Tho draining itself of the 
surplus water cannot do other wise than bono 
fittho land by conveying away the water 
which the soil itself cannot hold, ond leaving 
behind all that is required for vegetable 
growth. Thoonly harm, therefore, in cub 
ting drains where thoy are not wanted, is the 
useless waste of labor, 

Plowing and harrowing may be worse than 
useless under adverse circumstances, A 
strong loam, plowed too wet, is converted to 
coarse clods as soon as it dries, Plowed too 
dry, tho coarse clods are manufactured by the 
plow, instead of the soil being changed toa 
finoly pulverized mass. Tho farmor, there 
foro, will need tho exercise of his skill in ayoid- 
ing these two extremes We sometimes have 
seasons the weather of which consists largely 
‘of an abundance of rain at one time, and of 
extreme drought at another, and the owner 
of hoavy soils will find great advantage in 
thorough underdrainage, which will give him 

control of his flelds in early spring weeks bo- 
fore ho could begin the tillage of ground 
othorwiso saturated with water, 


Pekin Ducks, 


This variety of ducks has only been known 
in Europe for about a dozen years, It is of 
Chineso origin, and very hardy, having in 
this respect done good service by giving a 
needed stamina to some of other varieties. It 
is probabiy tho best layer of all ducks, and 
whore eggs are chiefly sought for it can be 
Tecommended, as it will thrive almost every: 
whore, being a capital forager. With ro 
spect tosizo, it is most deceptive, for the

strong and stout, Considerable discussion 
has arisen as to tho color of the Pokin, but it 
is usually accepted that it should be of a 
light canary yellow tings, as if the under 
coat was yollow aud tho upper white, A 
pure white Pokin may be found, but the 
ary yellow isto be preferred, Tho bill is of

Proper Care of Lambs. 


The present high price of sheep should lead 
allsheop owners to give them proper atten 
tion, ‘Tho owes should havo plenty of .good 
coarse fodder, such as timothy, hay and 
clover, if it be nottoo dusty or mouldy, 
Even when so damaged, by shaking well be 
fore placing in tho rack it will be made more 
palatable, Cornstalks and bright oats, ot 
barloy straw, may be fed as a noonday 
ration. 
As the ewes become heavy they, sho 
divided into flocks of Micapy imenteare 
each, and once a week fed aration of voge 
tables—turnips, beets, or Potatoes—not a¢ 
muchas a fattening food as a natural ro 
gulator of the system, and a welcome change 
from the hard, dry ration of hay and grain, 
Also 00 that ali doors aro large, 0° thal 
Sepmes pass through without injury by 
At lambing timo tho pen should be made 
extra warm and comfortable, as lambs drop- 
ped during severe cold weather (especially if 
Merinos or fine wools) soon become chilled 
unless the room is warm or prompt attention 
is paid to them by the attendant, Should the 
ewe fail to own her lamb, it is best to tie hor 
up in a separate stall; or, better still, partition 
off one corner of the pen so that sho may not 
boshut away fromthe flock. If the lamb be. 
comes chilled it may be fed a few tablespoon 
fuls of warm milk, mixed with one-tenth part 
of brandy or whiskey; or, in tho absoncy of 
thes, a fow drops of Jamaica ginger or pain- 
eae may be administered with the milk. 
Ws.treatment, with wrapping ina woollei 
blanket and placing near Bie stops "ould 
soon restore the lamb to vigour. ‘If it is 
Placed in the pen with others, it isa good 
Plan to place upon the nose of ‘the mother a 
fow drops of the same material that was 
oe with the lamb's drink.

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HOW TO CLEAN HOUSE. 


SOME VALUABLE POINTERS FOR THE 
YOUNG HOUSEKEEPER. 
se-Cleaning Conducted Sclentifeally— 
Begin at the Atitc and Work Down 
Do Not Rush. in Ke 
Proper Order and no Confusion,

As it is approaching time for that bugbear, 
housecleaning, lot ux all determine, before it 
Approaches to moet, it and vanquish its ter 
rom. Itis a thing easy of accomplishment to 
experiénced housekeepers, but to thoso whose 
lives hay but, begun, matrimonially speak- 
ing, itis athing to dread. So it isto the 
young and inexperienced housekeopor I shall 
do my talking: 

In tho first place, to escape the pandemon- 
jum that results from an uptorn dwolling, 
whose every carpet is up at once, whose 
every picture leans face to the wall in this 
dreary corner and that, whose every curtain 
—those eyelids to the windows--aro Kone, 
and through thoye dusty panes the garish 
sunligh® streams, somehow. not choorily for 
‘all its goldenness, for it ix like any good gift 
—notappreciated because one is surfelted 
with it—why, to oscape all this, Txay, the 
discomfort, the, forlornnos, the, “unhome 
ness," bogin by cleaning one roont ata time, 
I warn you that it willbe a task harder of 
accomplishment than young matrond think. 
The desire to ‘‘raxzo” the whole promises of 
dust and dirt when once one begins is like the 
smell of killed gamo to the hungry wild 
beast, and the appetite, growing with what it 
feeds upon, devours every dirty corner of a 
jhouse atonce if not kept within bounds. 
Make n solemn vow to your pwn self that you 
will clean, tear up aud restore, but one room 
‘ata time. One room cleaned each week will 
keep everyone good-natured and happy and 
the house {n excellent trim, 

Bogin with the top of the house. If there 
bo a garret move all tho boxes, trunks, old 
clothes from their pegs aud everything from 
the shelves, Brush the coiling free of dust 
and cob-webs with a broom, wash the shelves 
with borax water and ammonin; repaper them 
and replaco in nice order the articles belong 
ing upon them, Everything you cannot uso 
be sure to throw away—the rags into the bar 
rel down stairs for tho first junkman to carry 
away, tho old papers, ete,, in a convenient 
place in the Woodhouse for kindling, All 
the old garments you can see no chance to 
useatany early date put into your “poor 
bag” and give to the next needy person you 
hear of. Repack old clothing in trunks, put- 
ting away fura and woolens in boxes lined 
with fresh tar paper, Whenall are put away 
‘and the debris disposed of, scrub or mop the 
floor. This room is now ready to receive the 
accumulations of closets below stairs, 

Now clean down the garret stairs and keep 
tho door closed leading to it. Next take a 
bedroom and clean the closets. Take out all 
the clothing and air it thoroughly, hanging 
it up in the breeze, but not in the sun to fade 
{t. Those who have the luxury of an upstairs 
porch can clean house with half the trouble 
others experience, 

Take to the garret all the clothes not in 
season, and after airing tho others and 
cleaning the shelves of the closet with borax 
and ammonia water, ord the walls also it 
they be of wood, replace tho articles in actual 
uso and scrub the floor of the closet and inside 
of the door. If tho walls are simply plastered, 
sweeten with a coating of whitewash, To 
keop dark clothing from getting against this 
hang o clean old sheet ngainat the wal) 
first, 

Now take down all the pictures’ and orna- 
ments, cloan, dust them avd put thom. out of 
the way—I put mipo into the cléseb T haye 
‘cleaned, Next yemoye the window curtains 
and have thom washed, Take down the bed- 
stead, oxamino it carefully, dusting it well, 
‘and Washing tho slat grooves thoroughly. As 
prevention is ever so much better than cure, 
one should keep a sharp lookout for vermin, 
for no matter how good a housokeoper one 
may be, “circumstances” over which one has 
no ‘‘control”’ will fetch the loathsonie pests of 
the bed tous. By dipping a feather in subli- 
mate of morcury and applying to all rough 
places the oggs of the insoct may be killed, 1 
think it best to smooth the rough, rudely 
sawed bedslats with sandpaper, then paint 
with white load, filling all interstices with 
hick white load put on with a pallette knife, 
To freshen up the surface of old furniture, 
rub it with varnish thinned to almost the 
‘onsistoncy of thin cream with turpentine, 
Jse o bristle brush to rub this varnish into 
ho carving or turned moldings, after having 
scrubbed then clean with a soft brush. Clean 
the onairs, dresser, otc,, in the same manner 
and sotthem in the hall or next room, 

Your room is now bare, Tako up the car 
pet and putiton a line in the back yard. 
Hiroa man to beat it while you soo to the 
cleaning of floor, walls, and coiling. This 
Jast (unless itis papered—not a good thing, 
by the way, for bedrooms—that is, of course, 
sanitarily speaking) should be whitewashod; 
the walls rubbed with rags, not exactly molst 
but not too dry to start the dust to flying and 
jot catching it up. After the \valls are wip- 
ed off wash the woodwork, bexinning with 
he windows and ending with the floor, 

If the carpet you havetaken up bas become 
worn I should advise you, if you cannot af- 
ford matting, to fashion it into a rug—the 
better pieces of it—and stain your floor a 
light tint, Tho trouble with stain is thatone 
is apt to stain ittoo dark, and then the dust 
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Directions In Asparai Cultare by

concerning the cultivation of asparagu 
Clean, rich, light loam soil that will not 
bake or pack is required for asparagus. 
as it makes a bottom for the roots to feed 
on, It 
under it, and the roots should have plen 
ty of room to spread. If planted closely, 
small, spindling shoots will result, By 
planting n good distance apart, a8 many 
shoots cannot eut from the sam 
ground, but the sprouts being larger, 
more bunches will be secured. These 
heavy ones sell more readily and at 
twice or three times the price of the 
light weights, and cost less to cultivate, 
cut and bunch, 

Plow the ground deeply, Strike out a 
deop furrow five or six feet each way, 
making your crossings ten or twelve 
inches deep. Then put in plenty of good 
coarse manure, tread down and coyer 
with about two inches of soil, Set the 
roots on this, spreading thom well. 
They should be six or eight inches below 
the surface, Then throw a furrow over 
them, from one side, When the rows 
become weedy or need covering, throw a 
furrow on from the other side, thus kill- 
ing the weeds and keoping the ground 
All the attention the plants re- 
quire is that the ground be kept clean 
and After the roota are well 
started, give a good dressing of stable 
manure, and plow in between the rows, 
using care not to wound the crowns. 

In putting out, use 1-year-old roots; 

the best varieties are Conover's Colossal 
and Lesher’s Mammoth. The depth, six 
or eight inches, is to allow of light plow- 
ing over the plants, or cultivation in the 
spring without injury. In order to 
strengthen them, let the plants go to 
seed, but before the seeds are ripe mow. 
off and burn, as the seed will stock the 
ground with young plants, like weeds, 
At the last plowing or cleaning plow in 
a coat of manure and sow rye, letting it 
grow large enough to co’ the ground, 
The rye keeps the ground warm and 
prevents the surfuce from blowing away 
in winter. Plow the rye under in spring 
as a fertilizer, 
The second spring give a dressing of 
guano, hen tnanure or bone; cultivate it 
in and plow up the middle, using sta- 
ble manure between the rows and cover- 
ing it well, The cutting will last about 
four weeks, after which apply manure 
and clean out all weeds and gre 
to get a strong growth of roots forthe 
next season.

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a How to Feod Horses, 

The mastication of food with the horse 
is all dono ut one and the ame time, and, 
therefore, says Clark’s Review, it is most 
important that the strongest and most 
concentrated food be given him at first, 
so that the digestive organs may haye 
time to act upon it. The stomach only 
holds a certain amount of food, with the 
necessary quantity of saliva (generally 
four times the weight of the food) to aid 
in its digestion, And if he is fed with 
hay immediately after eating his oats 
and corn, the Jatter is forced out of the 
stomach into the intestines before its full 
strength is appropriated by the system, 
and 80 passes out with much of its nu- 
tritive qualities still retained. So with 
watering a horse inmediately after eat- 
ing his oats or corn, the latter is forced 
along before it has been properly di- 
gested. 


A Good Liquid Grafting Wax. 

A wax that is excellent for painting 
over wounds of trees caused by pruning, 
barking or other injury may be made by 
melting one pound of resin over a slow 
fire and stirring in one ounce of beef tal- 
low. When the mixture, after being re- 
moved from the fire, has partly cooled 
off, eight ounces of alcohol are added, 
Bottle and keep corked.

The loss of chicks from gapes is larger. 
perhaps, than from any other cause, At- 
tacking only the chicks when young, the 
loss is not as perceptible as when cholera 
carries off a flock of adults, but as the 
chick is the future fowl, the lows of poul- 
try from gapea is larger than by cholera, 
roup or accident. There is no cure for 
apes other than by the handling of the 
chicks, which is a very laborious opera- 
tion when a large number ace attacked, 
but which is not difficult with a small 
number, 

Gapes are tho result of the clogging of 
the windpipe with minute, thread like 
worms. How they get into the windpipe 
is something undecided. They are un- 
known in some sections of the country, 
and thrive wherever the conditions for 
their propagation exist only, though it is 
probable that tho gapes may be carried 
from one place to another by the removal 
of the chicks affected, thereby planting 
the disease (for such it is called) on new 
locations. The chick gasps for breath, 
the worms preventing respiration, end- 
ing indeath, If a feather is stripped and 
Inserted in the windpipe, and then sud- 
flenly withdrawn after a sudden twist, 

the worms may be drawn out, and there 
are also various other modes of removing 
them. 

The main point is to prevent the diffi- 
culty.

Dangers of Shaving, 

Tho Lancet bas added another terror to ex 
fstence. According to my indefatigable con- 
temporary, the frequency with which the 
contagion of parasitic sycosis has been traced 
to its source in a barber-shop has become al- 
most characteristic of the disease, In other 
words, there is not. death, perhaps, but cer- 
tainly the risk of tubercular eruption in the 
shaving pot, and it seems that any modern 
Figaro who for the shaving of his customers 
uses unclean brushes or a common soap sup- 


ply, not improbably assists in the transfor- 
ence of the infectious germs. In the face of 
such an alarming announcement as this, it is 
surely not tou much for the Lancet to ask the 
barber of the period to use for each client a 
separate portion of soap cream, and to im: 
merse the shaving brush in boiling water 
which has been purified by some” simple 
antisoptic, But even then it would appear 
that the barber’s razor is not aboye suspicion, 
seeing thata cut from it may occasion the 
transference of even more serious diseases 
than parasitic sycosis, Under theso circum- 
stances it will really not be surprising if 
thore should be a marked recrudescence in 
the growing and wearing of beards.—London 
Truth, 


Clothing and Exercise, 

When overheated from exercise, especially 
during the sudden changes of a Now England 
climate, the outer clothing should never be 
suddenly thrown off unless {n a warm room, 
‘The garment, instead, should be kept on until 
most of tho superabundant animal warmth 
has disappeared. Neither should tho under- 
clothing be changed for thinner as warmer 
weather approaches until the season for a 
judicious change has arrived. If ono is too 
warm, put on lighter outer wear, Inactivity 
requires more clothing than exercise, But 
every person should endeavor to practice, 
during every day, a suiliciont amountof act- 
{ve exercise to insure a natural amount of 
bodily heat. ‘This is not saying thatthe ex- 
ercise must of necessity be very vigorous or 
prolonged, and certainly not violent,—Rhode

Open Windows at Night. 

An advocate of ventilation by open win- 
dows at night says that the danger of catch 
ing cold, which has so often been objected 
unreasonably to this method, seoms not at all 
to bo feared for a patient who is in bed and 
well wrapped up, and in this connection it 
may be usoful to recall the opinion of certain 
physicians who claim that a horizontal posi- 
tion is very advantageous for persons trying 
to resist a lowering inthe surrounding tem- 
perature, probably becauso it favors auni- 
form distribution and circulation of the 
blood warmed in the intoricr portions of the 
organism, and thereby prevents tho results of 
a too great exposure to cold. 


A Simple walng For Cuts. 

A dressing for fresh cuts, stabs and similar 
wounds (strongly recommended by Dr, Pash- 
koff, of Russia) is a thick layer of nshos pro- 
pared by burning cotton or linen stulf, The 
ashes and blood together form a protective 
ccvering under which the woun/ heals quick- 
ly. Whon the wound requires it, it should be 
well cleansed with a boracic solution be 
tho ashes aro applied, Dr, Pashkoff says 
that this convenient and cheap dressing has 
boon used from time immemorial by the Rus- 
sian poasants, Ho has himsolf employed it in 
mavy cases, Where tho Wounds healed rapidly 
and without tho slightest suppuration.

Removal of the residuum of the food 
after eating, board floors and dryness are 
the best preventives, but where the 
chicken yard has been plowed, so as to 
turn under the top soil, and the surface 
of the ground thoroughly sprinkled with 
lime, there will be but little danger from 
fupes. If all the chicks are affected, 
aud the labor of drawing out the gape

He also 
advises placing the chicks ina box and 
dusting them well with fine lime, which 
gets into the throat and makes the birds 
cough, thus bringing out the worms. In 
both cases care must be taken not to kill 
the birds by suffocation, which is easily 
done if the treatment is continued too 
long. 

Live Stock Statistics. 

A recent report from the national de- 
partment of agriculture shows an in- 
crease of horses during the year beyond 
the increase of population. The aggre- 
gate numbers exceed fourteen millions 
in the cotton states. The use of Texas 
ponies by tenants still tends to increase 
numbers and reduce average values. The 
improvement in the central states from 
blood of Percherons, Cleveland bays and 
English shires continues active. Horse 
ranches in the Rocky mountains are im- 
proving the stock of that region. Prices 
are nearly everywhere lower than in 
January last, Mules have also increased, 
and are held at slightly lower prices than 
last year. 

Milch cows make an aggregate of near- 
ly sixteen millions. The increase is gen- 
eral. Prices show a slight decline as 
compared with those of last year. The 
numbers of other cattle continue to in- 
crease, while the prices have fallen in 

rates during the year. The 
as estimated, exceed thirty-six 
millions, an increase of between ten and 
eleven millions since 1880, which is 
larger than the ratio of numbers to pop- 
ulation, An increase of about 4 per 
cent, in numbers of sheep is indicated. , 
The lowest average price was reported 
in 1886, Improvement has been gradual 
since, with some acceleration during the 
past 5 a result of greater confi- 
dence of growers in holding the Ameri- 
can market for wool, The increase in 
swine has been in proportion to advance 
in population, ‘The average price has de- 
clined, as in the case of all other kinds 
of farn: animals, sheep alone excepted.

The School Book Robbery. 
Tho exactions of the school. book ring in 
this province, with the connivance of the 
educational department, is simply robbery 
of the people. In this connection some re- 
cent romarke from Week are of decided in- 
terest. ‘* Nothing in Ontario politics,” 
says our contemporary, ‘' is more surprising 
than the complacency with which the great 
majority of the people have azcepted the 
school-book system which has been foisted 
upon the province by the present Minister 
of Education, We refor more particularly 
to the inodes of authorization and of publi- 
cation which he has adopted—modes which 
are not only educationally indetensible, 
but are so completely at variance with 
the principles of Liberalism, as commonly 
understood, that it is astonishing they 
should have been proposed by « so-called 
Liberal Legislature. ‘Lhose modes involve 
tho essential features of the worst kind of 
monopoly—a monopoly fostered and pro- 
tected by tho government and legislature. 
Tho healthful principle of competition is 
almost entirely climinated. The Minister 
of Education virtually chooses the books to 
be ured in the schools, and in some cases 
even employs or appoints the person to edit 
the books. The absurdity of this arrange- 
ment, from the literary and educational 
point of view, is equalled only by the ab- 
surdity, from a business point of view, of 
the modo of publication, under whioh the de- 
partment holds the copyright and enters in- 
toa contract with some favored publisher to 
produce and sell tho books at a fixed price. 
Wo make no insinuation against the good 
faith of the minister, bub it is capable of 
demonstration, and has in fact been dems 
onatrated, that in the case of different book 
pow in use, the profits made by the pub- 
lishera are enormous, The single fact that 
the price on one act of books, of which 
hundreds of thousanda of copies are requir- 
ed annually, was recently cut down from 
ten to six cents per copy at astroke, speaks 
volumes. It is not y to conceive a sys 
tem combining a large number of the woret 
features. Underita corrupt minister would 
have it in his power to put a small fortune 
into the pocket of any favorite he might 
chose to entrust with the compilation 
of a school-book, or of any publisher 
with whom he might choose to contract for 
its publication, All inducement to the pro- 
duction of improved toxt-books by native 
authors, or to the publication of such by 
enterprising publishors, is taken aw 
The public school teachers who ought, in vir 
tue of their profession,to bo the best judges 
of tho merits of the text-book they uso,are 
utterly without cholco or yoico in the mat 
ter. Theso are but some of tho fortures 
and results of this system—a system which 
is condemned and denounced by leading | 
education{ets in other countries. ow that 
the province is on the eve of a general 
slection this matter should be intelligently 
discussed and clearly sot bofore the people

Gandara, He broke the law of economics 
when He made enough bread for five thou- 
sand pooplo out/of five biscuits that would 
not ordinarily have been enough for ten of 
the hungry. Ho broke intellectual law when, 
by aword, Ho silenced a manino into placidi- 
ty. He broke physiological lay when, by a 
touch, He straightonod a woman who for 
eighteen years had been bent almost double, 
and when he put spring into tho footof inhum- 
ated Lazarus, and when, without modicino, 
He gaye the dying girl back in health to tho 
Syro-Phoniclan mother, and when He made 
tho palatial home of tho nobleman resound 
again with the laughter of his restored boy, 
and whon, without knife or battery, Ho set 
cataracted eyes to seeing again, and tho 
drum of tho deaf ears to vibrating again, 
nnd the nerves of paralyzed arms to thrilling 
again, and then when in leaving the earth Hy 
dofied all atmospheric law and physiological 
low, and that law which has in io withes and 
cables and girders enongh to hold the uni- 
vorse, tho law of gravitation. 

The Christ who proved Himself on so many 
occasions, and especially tho lnst, superior to 
law, still lives; and overy day, in answer to

“Which is Olivet? and tho first glance trans- 
fixed me, But how shall Ideseribg my emotions, 
when, near the close ofa journey, in which 
Wo had for two nights encamped amld tho 
shattered masonry of old Jericho, and tasted 
af the acrid waters of the Dead Sea, that cry- 
stal sarcophagus of the buried cities of tho 
plains and waded down into tho deop and 
swift Jordan to baptize 4 man, and visited 
the ruins of the house of Mary and Martha 
and Lazarus, we found ourselves in. stirrups 
and on hore, Jathoral with the long and dif- 
ficult way, ascending Mount Olivet, Ob, 
that solemn and suggestive ridge! It is a 
limestone bill, a mile in length, and threo 
hundred feet high, and twenty-seven hundred 
feot above tho lovel of the sea. Over it King 
David fled with a broken heart. Over it 
Pompey led his devastating hosts, Hero tho 
famous Tenth Legion built their batteries in 
Desiegomont, The garden of Gothsemane 
weeps at tho foot of it, Along tho base of 
this hill flashed the lanterns and torches of 
thoso who came to arrest Jesus From the 
trees on this hill the boughs were torn off 

and thrown into the path of Christ's trium- 
phal procession. Up and down tho 
road Jesus had walked twice a day 
from Bethany to Jerusalem, and from 
Jerusalom to Bethany. Thero again and 
again, ho had taught His disciples. Halt 
way up this mount Ho uttered His Jamon- 
tation. “Ob Jerusalem, Jerusalem!” From 
its heights Jesus took flight homoward when 
* He bad Quished His early mission. There ts 
nothing moro for Him to do, A sacrifice 
was neoded to mako peace between the re- 
creant oarth and the outraged heaven, and 
He had offered it,; Death needed to be con- 
quered, and He bad put His resurrection foot 
upon it, Tho thirty-throw years of voluntary 
exile had ended. The grandest, tenderest, 
mightiest good-bye ever heard was now to 
be uttered. 

On Mount Olivet Josus stands in a group of 
Galilee fishermon, Thoy hnd been together 
in many scones of sadness nud persecution and 
had been the more ondaared by that brother 
hood of suffering. They had expected Him 
to stny until the day of coronation when He 
would take the earthly throne and wayea 
seeptro mightier, and rule a dominion wider, 
than any Pharaoh, than any David, than any 
Cesar, But now all these anticipations 
collapse, Christ has giveu His last advice, 
He bas offerod His Inab sympathy, Ho has 
spoken His Inst word. His hands ure spread 
at ns one is apt to do when hé pronounces 
abeuediction, when suddenly tho stropgost 
and most stupendous Iaw of all worlds 
fis shattered: It is the Inw which, 
sinco the worlds wero created, holds them 
together. It isthe law which holds overy- 

thing to the earth, or temporarily hurled from 
earth, returns to it; the law which keeps the 
Planets whirling around our sun, and our 
solar systems whirling around other systems, 
wnd all tho systems whirling around the 
throno of God—the law of gravitation.

Ho illus- 
trated and explained his method of teaching 
the inflections of verbs, thoir forms, voices, 
moods and tenses, and explained a number 
of difficult constructions and some of the 
inconsistencies of the authorised text book. 
A very animated discussion followed, in 
which a number of Indies and gentlemen 
took part. 
Mr. Graham, of Plainfield, followed with 
Geography to Third and Fourth book ol 
es; he oxplained the different methods of 
teaching this subyect, and the objects for 
which it is taught ; he recommended teach-

ONTARIO’S CROPS, 


Summary of the Bureau of Statistics’ May 
Bulletin. 

Toronto, May 17.—A bulletin ix 20d yee 
terday from the Bureau of Btatistics con- 
tains tho usual interesting facts with 
respect to tho crops, progress of 
spring work, live stocks ete. Tho 
nformation is gathered by 971 corres 
pondents under date of May 1, Fall wheat, 
it would appear, presents a very unoven con- 
dition throughout the province, Owing to 
tho alternate thawing and freezing of tho 
mild winter, following Inte seed'ng. the crop 
suffered more or less from winter-killing in 
tho west The dry northerly winds and 
rains, commoncing in February and continu- 
ing late in the spring, greatly retarded "tho 
growth in othor portions of the province, 
where the crop ig said to have wintered 
better than was expected. In Essex, Lamb- 
ton, Kent and Lincoln, which send the worst 
reports, considerable portions of the whoat 
land will be plowed up and svedod over, 
Little or no damage is reported from 
worms or insects, Kecent rains have im- 
proved the outlook, and with a favorable 
season there is .eason to anticipate a fair, 
although not a large, harvest. 

The condition of the winter rye crop is 
generally satisfactory, the winter-killing not 
having been sufliclently extensive to impair 
the prospects of an average crop. The 
acreage is greatly decreasing. 

Tho condition of clover is not satisfactory, 
especially in ‘the ‘south-western countios, 
much damage having been caused by the alter 
nate freezing and thawing. On high and 
sandy soils the prospects are better, and a 
good crop is promised under favorable con- 
ditions. 

Tho reports concerning orchids are on tho 
wholo favorable, Tho damage to the peach 
troos was slight, apples promiso well, and 
grapes and small fruits generally are con- 
sidered as promising. Plums and cherries 
aro suffering from black kuot, 

Seeding is far advanced in the western 
portion of the province, owing to the favor- 
able season, but wet land in some of the 
eastern counties has delayed plowing opera- 
tions. Oats and peas continue in favor and 
there will be a considerably enlarged area of 
spring wheat sown, including goose, Barley 
will be grown to a smaller extent, probably 
one-half to two-thirds that of Lt year, 
Low prices of late and a fear that the U.S, 
tariff wil) discriminate against Canadian 
barley supply tho reasons. 

A bulletin issued yesterday from the 
Bureau of Statistics contains the usual inter- 
esting facts with respect to the crops, pro- 
gréss of spring work, live stock, etc. The 

There isa slow movement in the erection 
of silos, and the ensilage is yot in the first ex- 
perimental stage in Ontario, 

Tho winter was favorable to the apiary 
and the losses will not average over cight 
per cent,, resulting chiefly from stocks 
wintered inside finding the quarters 
too warm. Two cases of swarming in April 
aro recorded—an unusual occurrence, 

Owing to the plentifulness of fodder and 
the mildness of the winter, the present con- 
dition of live stock is with few exceptions all 
that could be desired. Cattle are generally 
thrifty and strong; horses are in an excop- 
tionally good condition for spring work; 
sheep and pigs ary also thrifty, Sheep are 
scarce, but tho lambing soason bas been a 
favorable one and there seems also to be an 
increase in tho number of young pign 
Thore has been unusual mortality among the 
porkers, and distemper and influenza has 
been strongly marked among horses, but 
thor is a marked immunity from all malige 
nant types. 

There is little wheat in farmors’ hands; in 
but few instances is any considerablo quan- 
tity said to be held over, while in somo 
counties farmers will have to buy their flour, 
Tho supply of oats is generally above the re 
quirements in the West Midland counties, 
but in the Lake Erie counties a great doal of 
this grain was fed during the winter, leave 
ing small stores at present writing. It is a 
long time since so much bay was reported in 
tho spring. Every district chronicles an 
abundant supply, Fat cattlo have nearly all 
boon taken away by buyers and most of the 
stock remaining aro being grazed for Juno 
shipments, Thero appears to bo loss store 
cattlo than usual,

DRAWN DOWN TO DEATH. 


JAMES H. PARCELS’ TERRIBLE FATE 


IN A QUICKSAND. 

He Was Slowly Sinking to th for Five 
Hours—A Crowd Made! ¥rantic Kfforte 
But Could Do Nothing to Snve the 
Doomed Man. 

New Youk, May 10,—James H. Parools, » 
night despatcher in tho New York Poab 
Olllco, mot « terrible death Saturday night im 
Woodside, cL, though for over five hours 
almost the whole population of the town was 
trying to save him. 

Mr, Parools, who was about 40 yearsof age, 
had bullt' now home for bik wife and sx 
children, but bad jet moved into the house. 
In his yard 0 well /bad! been. driven. Mr. 
Parcols discovered Baturley morning thats 
portion of the pipe mudefgr@und was defec- 
tivo, and\in the afternoon, about 4 o’alock, hb 
bot about digging down to tho lower ond of 
it, intouding to repair if Mo began diggin, 
from the base of the boring which Tioteoted 
the upper portion of the ‘pip@, and mado an 
excavation about two foot square, shoveling 
the earth Into a bucket, which was hauled up 
by his son Stoplion, { 

He had dug down to 15 foot from the 
surface when his feot nfl glad and he 
bogan to aink gradually, whoated for 
help, but bis son who id mm hauling the 
basket up had gone into the house, 

When young Parcels reached the well and 
looked down his father was buried up to the 
waist in the quicksand.’ Stephen immedi- 
ately called Peter Brandt and Lawrence 
Beck, who were at work in the house, A 
long handled hoe was held down the woll by 
Brandt and for nearly an hour Parcels 
scooped out the sand from around himself 
and filled the buckets as fast as thoy could be 
hauled up, but no headway was made. A 
force greater than the more weight of his 
body seemed to be drawing him down, 

Shortly after 5 o'clock Dr, 8, A, Wood ar- 
rived with a nuniber of other villagers, and 
seolng that Mr Parcels was down to his head 
fn the sand quickly obtained a) long rubber 
tubé and a bottle of brandy. Some of the 
brandy was conveyed to Mr. Parcels’ mouth 
and then the tube was givon him so that ho 
might be able to breathe, oven if his hoad 
should be covered. 

Mr. 8 L, Neur then went down into the 
woll on a ladder, taking a rope with him,and 
after scooping some of the sand from around 
Mr, Parcols' body, succoeded in placing a loop 
of the rope under his arms, 

The rope was run to the second story win- 
dow of the house and a dozen sturdy men 
bauled with all their might upon it but with- 
out effect, as the unfortanate man kept sink- 
ing. 

By this time a crowd of nearly a thousand 
surrounded the well. Secing that the attempt 
to pull Percols out of tho sand was ineffectual 
thirty of the men obtained shovels and began 
to dig around the well. 

They worked with a will, but it'was a bigun- 
dertaking,and at8 o'clock they were still a long 
way from Mr. Parcels, who had sunk entirely 
below the surface of the sand, his head being 
covered. With tho aid of the tubs in bis 
mouth Mr. Parcels managed to breathe for 
nearly an hour aftor his head was covered. 

Dr, Wood was ns far down the well as it 
was safo togo and kept hold of the sinking 
man’s band. The Doctor says that about 934 
ho heard Mr. Parcels say through the tubo, 
“Hurry; hurry.” A fow seconds Inter ho 
coasod to bronthe. It wail 103s before the 
men who wore digging succeeded in making 
an opening sufficient to pull the body of Mr, 
Parcols through sideways, His death was 
due to suffocation.

CANNOT PRACTICE HERE. 


A New York Court's License Not Good for 
Mongolians in California. 

San Francisco, May 20.—Hong Yen 
Chang is am intelligent Chinaman, 28 years 
of ago, who studied two years at Yale Col- 
lege and was graduated at tho Columbia 
Law School. He was naturalized in 1887 at 
Poughkeepsie, N.Y., and admitted to the 
bar by the New York Court of Ap- 
peal, Coming hero, tho courts would not 
admit him to practice, and he will not 
bo allowed'$to practico law in California. 
By an act passed Feb. 18, 1875, the provision 
governing such cases was amended 80 as 
to limit the right of natnralisation to ‘aliens 
being free white persons and to those of 
African nativity and descent.” It has been 
held by the Federal courts that Mongolians 
are not entitled to be admited as citizens 
By sec. 24 of the act of May 18, 1882, courts 
are expressly forbidden to naturalise natives 
of China. Congress alone bas the power 
under tho constitution to decide who is en- 
titled to citizenship.

How to Stop Bleeding 

Some persons have a tendency to bleed, 
no matter how alight the cause, A small 
cut, scratch or the extraction of a tooth 
will cause profuse bleeding and sometimes 
endanger life, When from the latter cause, 
take a little powdered chalk, roll it mp in 
lint in'the form of a cork or plug, dip it in 
spirits of turpentine and press it firmly 
into the cavity. Change it every 10 or 15 
minutes until the bleeding is stopped. Let 
the last plug remain in over night, and 
then do not pull it out, but wash the 
mouth in tepid water until it is loosoned, 
using cold water after the first few mouth- 
fuls, Blooding fromthe nose is seldom seri+ 
ous, except in old persons. It is often 
good in children, if not too coplous, If 
yore of faintness ensue lot the person 
sit right up, bathe the face and neck with 
cold water, or dash cold water in the face, 
or, better still, take acloth or towel, dipin 
cold water and bandage the forehead and 
raise the arma as high as possible over the 
head or oross them firmly behind the back. 
This action has the effect of contracting 
the muscles of the neck and diminishing 
the rush of blood to the head. In very 
obstinate cases pinches of very finely pow- 
dered alum may bo inhaled, or alum water 
anvffed up the nostrils. Plogging the 
nostrils should not be resorted to noleas by 
a physician, for if not properly dono the 
blood, instead of being stopped, finds its 
way to the top of the throat and is awallow- 
ed,—Boston Transcript,

t Black Rot. 

Tn reply to the query propounded in 
Orchard and Garden, Has the black rot 
attacked your grapes?! Mr. E, Williams, 
secretary of the New Jersey Horticultural 
society, sald: “Yes, and every other kind 
ofrot.

Sept. 6, 10, 11, 12, The remedy I em- 
ployed was the Bordeaux mixture—6 Ibs. 
sul. cop., 4 lbs, of lime, 22 gals. of water 
—applying it to the vines first, May 24; 
second, June 10, 22 and 24, as I could get 
them dry; third, July 26 and Aug. 8. I 
then gave them up as a bad case and let 
them go, As to results, rot prevailed ex- 
tensively among most varieties that were 
uunbagged and, as far as I can see, the 
foliage is no better or less affected with 
mildew than on tho vines not treated at 
all. Bagging does prevent rot, but not 
mildew.” 


Onions from Seed, 


To have the best onions they must be 
raised from the seed. Sow now in very 
rich mellow soil in drills fifteen inches 
apart and four or five inches between 
each seed, Cover about half an inch and 
press the earth round the seed by a plank, 
as already recommended for celery. 
‘When the plants are well up thin to ten 
inches apart. Soak the seed for a day 
before they are put in the ground, Be 
sure not to sow. the seed thickly, as tho 
thinning process injures the plants that 
aro left.

Fallure iu Peach Culture. 


Among the prolific causes of failure in 
peach culture are a wet soil and subsoil, 
excessive richnags of the land, allowing 
the trees to overbear, and neglected cul- 
tivation. To which should be added, a 
climate where the fruit buds are often, 
or generally, killed by the cold of win- 
ter, and which is only remedied by selec- 
tion of proper locality. This is often 
accomplished by choosing sites near un- 
freezing water or by sélecting hills in- 
ttead of frosty valloys; but a wet or 
water soaked sail even! on an elevated 
site may bo more unfavorable, A good 
natural drainage is important.

‘can never be sald that Guayaquilians lack the 
virtue of hospitality, Tho graceful polite- 
noss and spontaneous gonerosity of tho better 
classes is but an unconscious expression of 
their sincere good will toward all mankind; 
and even the poorest, the lower floors of whose 
Damboo casas are occupied by pigs, donkeys 
and other domestic animals, will bid you 
welcome with hearty kindness, though they 
cannot speak your language or you under- 
stand a word of theirs, and share with you 
all thoy possess. 
The females of Ecuador aro proverbial for 
beauty, those among the aristocracy being 
said to have the fairest complexions of any in 
South America; while all possess large, soft 
and expressive dark eyes, the blackest and 
most abundant hair, the whitest teeth, well- 
rounded figures and small hands and foot, 

MATURE AND FADE EARLY, 
Like all women in the tropics, they mature 
early and fade quickly; bat perhaps their 
average span of forty years included moro 
hoart-happiness than comes to women of 
colder climes in three score years and ten, for 
these are harrassed by no ‘‘carking cares" or 
high ambitions, Indolence, religious obser- 
vance and faithfulness unto death are their 
most prominent characteristics; their passion- 
ato naturesare completely satisfied {in the love 
of home, husband and children; and for then 
the wholo universe lies within the limits of 
vision, What higher praise could be bestowed 
upon the women of any country! 

UNTIDY IN DRESS AND HABITS. 

To bo sure, they are notoriously untidy in 
dress and habits; but the manta, or pancu- 
lon, like the mantle of charity, coversa mul- 
titude of sins, As the poncho, for men, is 
the universal and most useful garment for 
the middle and lower classes, answering for 
acont by day, a coverlid by night, an um. 
brella when it rains, and a basket when thero 
fa anything to carry, the female manta is 
worn by all classes and is equally indispens- 
able, since it hides unkempt hair and all de, 
fects of toilet. In all Ecuador there is not 
such a thing asa bonnet or female hat, tho 
most aristocratio ladies going about tho 
streets witb thelr glossy hair uncovered, or 
shaded only by a parasol, a lace mantilla, or 
the universal manta, the latter being a very 
Jarge square of black nuns! veiling, or other 
woolen clothof light texture, draped sons to 
cover the head, shoulders and most of the 
dress. 


NO SPORTS, NO BONGS. 
The Indians, lineal descdedants of the long 
ninco conquered Incas, wear no color but 
binck, as a perpetual and pathotic sign of 
mourning for Atabualpa, the last of their 
kings, who was treacherously strangled by 
Pizaro, Theyconstitute the Inboring popu- 
lation of Ecuador, and are the saddest looke

Tho body was taken out of the globe, and 
soon after the tarantula was dropped in, The 
contipede had not had time to recover any 
streogth after his battle with his ‘fellow, and 
his sting hud lost his doath-dodling qualitics, 
#0 thiy béttlé was also'short’ The two anlr 
nals closed only twice when the forceps of 
the taran’ ila crushed: through the head of 
the larger centipedd, and ho diéd quickly, 
The tarantula bad apparently received no 
injury, and looked mad enough to bave 
fought a whole regiment of centipedes, 

One of tho company who had watched the 
two, battles, improssed with the way tha 
centipede fought in the first battle, ventured 
thoassertion that tho tentipede was the bot- 
ter fighter. He knew where one could be 
obtained and lie went after it; meanwhild 
the crowd waited. When ho returned ‘he 
brought a centipede noarly four and a half 
inches long. It was immodiately dropped 
into the globe, and the fight, which was then 
begun, lasted for fully three-quarters of an 
hour, and was excéedingly savage while it 
Instod,. ‘ho tarnntula did most of the fight. 
ing, but {tor the first attagk invariably got 
the worst of the round. 

The tarantula fights with a pair of pinchers, 
Which are thrust out just below or from the 
lower part of the head. These are vory hard, 
and strong onough to leave marka upon a load 
pencil. ‘Tho contipede fights with the double 
ine of cat-like claws which are ranged In row# 
along the side of the body. In fighting the 
tarantula spreads himself out, and, after 
backing away after tho manner of a crawfish 
until he can got no further, springs upon the 
enemy, thrusting out the pinchers and grasp: 
ing whatever portion of the body of the 
enemy comes within reach, 

Tn the battle in the globe the two came to- 
gother for a dozen or more rounds, breaking 
away and returning to the opposite side of the 
globe at the lose of cach, Finally the two 
came together and the centipede seemed to 
get the hold he had been looking for, and the 
tarantula’s body was quickly wrapped up in 
the fold’ of the armed body of its opponent, 
Meanwhile the hundred claws of the contipede 
were working rapidly and with such effect 
that the lifo of the tarantula was soon over, 
Tho victorious centipede did not como,out 
unscathed, a¥ the forceps of the tarantula had 
plorced his body in five places, from which 
the blacklife fluid wasrunning, He survived 
the battle only a few hours.—San Diego 
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FAST TYPEWRITERS: 


Fact and Fiction With Respect to It—Mr. 
Munson's Opinions, 


English cowspapers have given consider 
able space of late to the faat of a Parliamen- 
tary shorthand reporter’ who transcribed 
6,600 words in two hours and: three minutes, 
Ina conversation with Mr. J. E. Munson, 
well known ns the inventor of Munson’s sys 
tom of phonography, and ono of the oldest 
law reporters in the country, he made some 
interesting statements about rapid writing, 

“The fact is," he said, “we have in this 
city ono or two typewriters who write from 
dictation at'a speed of forty folios of 100 
word#ian hour, aud @ny number who can 
write from thirty to thirty-six folios in that 
time, © Twenty-four follos is only the avor- 
age time ofa good-typewriter, Iunderstand 
that there is a difference in writing from 
dictation and transcribing one's notes, but I 
do not regard the feat spoken of as anything 
but fairly good work, 

“The highost authentic speed in shorthand 
that I know of was the feat ofa lady who 
wrote307 words in one; minute, There isa 
great deal of humbug in the way speed con- 
tests have beon conducted of late years. A 
man sits down to write after a vory fast 
reader, He takes down what be can, and 
what he cannot get hélets go, The number 
of words that be has taken aro counted, and 
thisis given as bis speed, looked at from a 
practical stenographor’s standpoint, Every 
mistake made in a contest by the competitor 
should be counted agaivst him, 

“The shorthand writers in Washington do 
as work as is dono anywhere in the 
world; and I'think, taking it on the average, 
the best law reporting is done in’ tho city of 
Now York. We have i number of shorthand 
writers in this city who have written as fast 
as 250 words a minute for flve or ten minutes, 
The matter in these tests wore new to them. 

“A court stenographer works about five 
hours a day, In that time he will take, if 
the examination isa quick one, about 400 
folios, This, however, is a heavy day's work, 
and the average is 250 to 800 folios, Itis 
not always necessary to transcribe the notes 
ofatrial In reporting the debates at Wash- 
ington the stenographers are relieved every 
twenty minutes to write out the matter thoy 
bayo taken, so that the prococdings are 
nearly always written out almost as soon at 
‘an adjournment is taken,”

Tho police prohibited his show on tho 
ground of public decency, So he went to 
Belgium, where again the police {nterfored, 
and where an agent decamped with his 
mohoy, Merrick was Joft destitute and 
starving in the streets of a foreign town, 
whore the ignorant~-mob thought him a 
flend. 
He came back to London—how no one 
quite knows, At every station and Ianding- 
place ctowds dogged him, Steamers refused 
to have him on board. . But ho came back to 
London, because in London lyed the ouly 
man who had ever given him a kind word, 
He made his way to the’ London. hospital, 
found Mr. Treves, who bad him lodged for a 
time in an attic in the hospital, and deter 
mined to find a permanent shelter for him. 

But now it was found that no institution 
would receive him, The Royal Hospital for In- 
corables and tho British Home for Incur- 
ables alike declined to take him in unless 
sufiiciont fonds were forthcoming to pay for 
his maintenance for life, He himself bogged 
thathe might be placed in a blind hospital. 
It is hard to match tho pathos of this plea. 

Theo in November, 1886, Carr Gomm, the 
chairman of the London hospital, wrote to 
‘The Times asking help for this caso, and tho 
British public responded. A room was built 
for Merrick on the ground floor in a remote 
wing of the hospital, ‘and thoro, surrounded 
with books, flowors and a hundred tokens of 
the kindness that is really quick in the public 
heart, be has lived until this last week. 

He had ‘found many friends—the Prince 
ani Princess of Wales, Mr. Gladstone, Mrs. 
Kendal and others, To Mra. Kendal {s due 
the happy suggestion that Merrick should be 
taken to see the. Christmas pantomimo at 
Drury Lane, She engnged the royal box; 
she had him bromght to the theatre and took 
oyery precaution that no strange eyo should 
seo him, Hiddon from‘the bouso behind the 
curtains of tho box, the “elephant man” 
tasted an hour or two of intoxicating happi- 
ness, It was all real to him—the fairies, the 
splendor and the jewels. 

Merrick, in spiteof his hideous exterior 
and terrible experiences, was in his way a 
gentlo sontimentalist and gushed forth at 
times, under the happy conditions of his life 
at the hospital; in verso, modeled on the 
hymns of Dr. Watts, in which he gaye utter~ 
anco to feolings of gratitude, the sincerity, of 
which none ever questioned.

Who May Not Vote 

The persons who may not vote at eleo- 
ions to*the Legislative Assembly in On- 
tario are thus specified by the Election Act: 
Judges of the Supreme Court of Judica- 
ture for Ontario, County Judges, Otticers 
of the Customs of the Dominion of Canada, 
Cierks of the Peace, County Attornoys, 
Reistrars, Sheriffs, Deputy Sheriffs, Depu- 
ty Olerks of the Crown, and Agents for the 
salo of Crown Lands, Postmasers in cities 
and towns, Stipendiary Magistrates, and 
Officers employed in the collection of 
iuties payable to Her Mojoaty in the na- 
ture of the duties of excise, shall be dis- 
qualified and incompetent to vote at any 
wlection; 
If » public officer or person mentioned 
in this section votes at an election, he shall 
thereby forfeit the sum of $2,000, and his 
vote at the election shall be null and void,

Appointment of Registrars 
Determined to put an end to the scandals 
which haye arisen under the power of the 
Government to appoint registrars, and to 
do justice to the counties by allowing the 
county councils to appoint registrars, and 
to fond the foes for the benefit of the coun- 
ties, giving the officors reasonable salaries, 
Mr, Meredith, seconded by Mr, Olancy, 
whon a Registry Bill was going through 
the House on April 2, 1890, moved to add 
the following (Votes and Proceedings, p. 
309) : 

‘‘Rogistrars of deeds shall hereafter be 
appointed by the council of the city or 
ounty wherein the registration division 
for which they are appointed is situate. 
‘*Whonever the council of any city or 
county within which o registration division 
is situate shall pass a by law declaring that 
the fees of the registror of such registration 
division shall be funded, and that the regis- 
trar and his clerks shall be paid by salary, 
it shall, on, from and after the firat day of 
January next after the passing of such by- 
law, be the duty of such city or county coun- 
cil to provide for the appointment of a regia:

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Swift-Flying Insects, 

It has been computed shat the common 
house fly in ordinary flight makes 600 
strokes per second, and advances 26 feet, 
but that rate ot speed, if the insect be 
alarined, may be increased six or seven- 
fold, so;that under certain olroumstances it 
can outstrip the fleetest race horse. It is 
no uncommon thing to ace a flea or wasp 
endeavoring to gebin at the window of a 
railway train in full speed, and it is calou- 
lated that, If a small iosect can fly faster 
than a race horse can run, an insect as large 
as a horse would be able to travel as fast as 
acannon ball. 

Leunweholk relates an exciting chase 
which he beheld in a menagerie about 100 
feet long, between a swallow and a dragon 
fly, among the swiftest of insects ; the insect 
flew with incredible speed,and wheeled with 
such rapidity that the swallow, in spite of 
its utmost efforts, completely failed to over- 
take and captore it. 

A pigeon fancler of Hamme, Germany, 
recently made a wager that a dozen bees lib- 
erated three miles from their hive, would 
reach it in better time than a dozen pigeons 
would reach their cote from the same dis- 
tance. Tho competitors were given wing 
at Ryhorn, a village nearly a leaguo from 
Hamme, and the first bee reached home a 
quarter of a minute in advance of the first 
pigeon. 

Three other bees reached the goal before 
the second pigeon, the main body of both 
detachments finishing almost simultan- 
eously an instant ortwo later, The bees, it 
may bo mentioned, had been handicapped 
in the race, having been rolled in flour be- 
tore starting, for the purpose of indentifica- 
tlon. According to Chabrier, the malo of 
the silk worm moth travels upward of 100 
miles in one day; and there are many 
British moths, as entomologists well know, 
which can cover long distances in an in- 
credibly short epace of time,—St, James’ 
Gazette. 


Colonization Road 
Money. 

It has been notorious for years that the 
way in which colonization road money is 
expended isa shame and disgrace to the 
Administration of the province. The Op- 
position are willing that money should be 
properly laid out for the benefit of new 
districts, bub the present system does not 
secure that. The people in the new dis- 
tricts know full well that the money goes 
largely into the hands of electioncering 
road bosses, and is not devoted to the 
needs of tho localities. The corrupt ex- 

enditure of the money is evident from the 
fact that every election year the expendi- 
ture runs away up above the usual figure, 
thus indicating the corrupt nature of ex- 
penditure, The Opposition desire that the 
colonization road fund shall be used entirely 
in the public interest. They desire to 
hand over the money to the localities, to 
the municipal bodies whose members are 
elected to look after just such matters os 
the expenditure of money upon roads. 
Accordingly, Mr. Marter moved in the 
Legislature April 21, 1887, seconded by 
Mr, Leos (Journals, 1887, p. 138) : 

“This House $s of opinion that where 
municipal organization exists the councils 
shoald, as far as practicable, be entrusted 
undor proper regulations for securing their 
due application, with the expenditure of 
moneys voted for colonization road pur- 
posos within their municipalitios.”” 

The motion was voted down by Mowat 
and his followers.

Wallbridge v. Trust and Loan Oo,— 
Judgment in action tried without a jury aot 
Belleville, Action to set aside a sale and 
conveyance of land by the defendants the 
Truet and Loan Company under the power 
of sulo in ® mortgage to the defendant A, 
D. Vonton and subsequent conveyances to 
the defendants Burkard and J. W, Ponton, 
The defendants the Trust and Loan Com- 
paay after effecting the sale to the defend- 
ant(A, D, Ponton) deducted the amount 
of their claim under their mortgage from 
the purchaso money ond paid the balance 
into court under the ‘Trustees’ Relief 
Act, and. on the application of Ellen 
Smith, exeoutrix of the will of John 
Smith, the assignee of the morv- 
gage made by Moorman (che Trost and 
Loan Company's mortgagor) to the plain- 
tiff, on hearing counsel for Ellen Smith 
and the plalotiff, it was ordered in 1885 
that the sam paid into courtshould be paid 
out to Ellen Smith. The loarned Judge 
holds that Ellen Smith estopped herself 
from attacking tho sale made tu Ponton 
by taking this money, and that the prin- 
ciple of estoppel applies to cases of merely 
avoidablo a8 well as to void soles. The 
next question was whether the plaintiff 
claimed title under Ellen Smith or whether 
they were privies in estate so as to eatop 
the plaintiff. In 188 Ellon Smith absolutely 
reassigned the Moorman mortgage to the 
plaintiff, who took with knowledgo of the 
facts. This action was commenced on 13th 
September, 1888, the sale attacked having 
taken place in Hebruary, 1880. The Jearn- 
ed judge is of the oped that plaintiff can- 
not ocoupy any higher or better position 
than Ellen Smith, and is therefore not en- 
titled to succeed. Judgement dismissing 
the action with costs as against the defend- 
ants the Trust and Loan Company and 
without costs as against the defendant A. 
D. Ponton. At the trial the action was 
dismissed without costa as against the other 
defendapts. Aylesworth and F. S. Wall- 
bridge (Belleville) for the plaintiff.

Belleville, May 15, 
The Employers’ Liability Bill 


Mr. Meredith Entitled to the Credit for it, 
(Mr, Meredith at West Toronto Junction.) 

Dr, Gilmour also claimed credit for the 
Employers’ Liability Bill, That he (Mr, 

dlc thought was a va cheeky 
plece of business, because in 1885 he him- 
self introduced into the Legislature the 
Employers’ Liability Bill. He introduced 
the original bill in the Logislature and he 
expected that it would have passed by the 
unanimous assent of the House, but, much 
to his surprise, when the second reading of 
the bill waa moved, seconded by Mr, 
Pardee: ‘That all the original motion, 
after the firat word ‘that,’ be omitted, and 
instead thereof there be inserted the follow- 
ing : Bill No. 97 be read a second time this 
day six ‘months,"| which language of the 
Logisleture means is not to be read abt all, 
and that certain roports of the House should 
be printed and distributed—reports which, 
in point of fact, were neyer printed 
or distributed. Thoy were not willing that 
the Conservative partyshouldtakecredlt for 
placing that upon the atatute book, and they 
made it their own cause by stealing their 
opponents’ clothes. (Oheers.) Instead of 
calling it the Employers’ Liability Bill they 
called it the Workingmen’s Compensation 
Bill, and they passed it through with a rush, 
and hore was Dr. Gilmour claiming credit 
for the passage of this bill. (Laughter and 
loud cheers.) Thore was one feature in con- 
nection with that bill which he thought the 
workingmon of this country had not forgot- 
ten. When the bill of the Government was 
introduced it contained a section (No. 17), 
whichexempted fromits operation theGrand 
Trunk Railway Company, and any other 
Railway Company having a like insurance 
fund from the operation of the bill. Under 
that clause, if a man was injured, he could 
not recover ab all, Fortwo years from the 
passing of the Act those railways were left 
ontirely outside of the operations of this bill, 
Ho had moved that that section should be 
struck out. (Cheers.) He insisted that all 
the reilways of this country should 
STAND ON THE SAME FOOTING 

as any other corporation and other railways 
throughout the country, but Mowat’a sup 
portera voted that proposition down. iG 
voice—That was not right of Mowat.) ‘oe 
also tried to get into the bill a sbction to 
read as follows : 

Tt ehall not be lawful for an employer to 
agreo with his workman tor the waiver of 
any of the rights of the workman under this 
Act, or that the liability of the employer 
shall be less than that imposed by this Act, 
and every agreement pony to the pro- 
visions of this section ehail be absolutely 
void, 

Again the Government called out their 
forces and refused to have that amendment 
made part of the bill.

OREAT STORES OF WEALTH, 


The mineral deposits of the province of 
Ontario are}widely spread, varied in character 
and cover almost tho entire list of economic 
minerals with the exception of coal. Tho 
counties of Leis, Lanark,’ Renfrew, Fron- 
tenac, Addington, Hastings, Poterboro, the 
districts of Nipissing and Algoma East and 
other portions of Eastern and Central Ontario 
contain numerous deyosits of magnetic and 
hematite iron ores, and the discoveries now 
thade over a wide area of country would | 
seem to warrant the belief that as develop- 
mont proceeds the iron mines of this region 
will be found to be of great extent and value, 
It also appears that this region is rich in 
phosphates, gold, silyor, copper, lead, plum- 
bago, nickel, arsenic, mica and asbestos; 
granite, marblo and freestono in groat | 
yarioty and of oxcollent quality; apatite, | 
barytes and lithographic stone; while oven 
rubles, sapphires and omeralds have been 
found. In the Sudbury region enormous do- 
posits of copper and nickel ore have been 
discovered, and mines on an extensive scalo 
are being developed. In tho township of 
Denison, between Sudbury and Lake Huron, 
rich specimens of gold-bearing quartz haye | 
been taken from the Vermilion and other 
mining locations, and promising deposits of 
copper and nickel have also beon discovered, 
On the north shore of Lake Huron, from Kil- 
lurney to Sault Ste, Marie, and convenient 
to navigation, are found iron. copper, lead 
and immense quarrics of marble, North- 
ward of the Sudbury district prospectors re- 
port a mineral region of great extent and 
prospective value, but which can only be do- 
veloped through the construction of a rail- 
way. Tho entire region north and west of 
Lake Superior abounds in minerals and 
valuable quarries. Gold, silver, copper, iron, 
lead, nickel, plumbago and zinc are found; 
agates and amethysts are abundant, while 
valuable building stone of different kinds is 
spread over a large area. 


On Black Bay is an immonso quantity 
of granite of finer grain than tho 
Aberdeen; a red sandstone is found in 
great bodies at Nipigon Bay and a white 
sandstone at the head of Thander Bay, which 
is of the finest quality, Brown sandstone of 
excellent quality is found in abundance, also 
soapstone, serpenting and marble of differont 
colors. The Port Arthur silver district, ox- 
tending southwest from Port Arthur to the 
east end of Arrow Lake, promises to be an 
argentiferous region of great richness. Minos | 
have been opened over a breadth of country 
extending 20 miles from northeast to south- 
west, and the range stretches somo dis- 
tance beyond the present limit of develop- 
mont, West of the silver range the Minne 
sota iron rango, it is believed, projects into 
the territory of Ontario, and it seems certain 
that an iron region of large area oxists, om- 
bracing Hunter’s Ivland and the adjacent 
region. It is not improbable that this. will 
prove to bo ono of the richest and most 
valuable {ron-producing districts within tho 
province of Ontario, On the various islands 
in the Lako-of-the-Woods, and over an un- 
known extent of country around that Tako,

Ontario is the only province of the Domin- 
ion which produces patroloum and salt; and 


with American manufaeturers of flumin- 
ating oil, there dogs not seem to be much 
doubt of our ability to hold the home market 
for machinery oils, a8 Potrolea refiners are 
now. finding a market for this class of olls in 
the United States. Tho salt flolds of Ontario 
havo an aron of about 1200 square miles and 
reports upon the quality of the salt made by 
American aud Canadian experts show that 
it is of exceptional purity, 

Tn 1887 the amount of iron ore used in the 
production of pig iron was estimated at 
60,434 tons, and is included in the total pro- 
duct for that year of 76,880 tons as given in 
tho table of products for the Dominion. The 
Goological Survey report gives the export of 
iron ore from Canada for thé calendar year 
1887 at 18,602 tons, of which 12,224 tons wns 
from Ontario. Tho trade returns give the 
export from Canada for the fiscal year 1887 
at 23,887 tons, of which 18,007 tons was from 
Ontario, Copper, iron and pig iron are nob 
classed in the consus returns as raw minoral 
products, and these are not included {in tho 
above tables of comparative production. 
The production of pig iron for 1887 is esti- 
mated at 24,827 tons Tho returns of all 
kinds of fron, exclusive of pig, produced in 
the Dominion in that year give the amount 
as 81,527 tons, and of steel as 73826 tons. Tho 
returns, however, are incomplete, and the 
amount of iron produced is supposed to be 
one-third greater than the figure given. Tho 
material used in manufacture was chiefly 
scrap iron stad scrap steel,

The total shipments of iron ore by rail and 
lake from the mines of Lake Superior since 
1850, when the first shipment was made, 
amounted at the close of 1888 to 40,812,360 
long tons. This*enormous business has of 
late years given employment to a consider- 
able part of the lake marine, The value of 
the output of 1888 at the point of shipment 
was ovor $16,000,000, and in its transporta- 
tion to Lake Erie ports American shipping on 
tho lakes carnod at least $6,000,000, 

The vast doposits of copper and nickel re- 
oe, discovered ot Sudbury and other 
points in Ontario give promise of a rapid in- 
crease in the production of theso motals. 
Examination into the character and extent 
of the mineral resources of Ontario shows 
even now, when we are only at the threshold 
of discovery, that they are practically with- 
out limit in extent and value.

Two roughs 
named Theodore Watt aid Willlam Gray 
were there and asked form ¢ “nk of water, 
Torrie told them to be gon , snd the noxt 
moment those altting withfy acard him cry 
out: “My God, I'm stabfed.” Torrie fell 
Into the arms of bis frigads and expired 
within ten minutos. : 

Until 5 o'clock this morning the officers 
Kept up A diligent search |and their offorte 
wero rewarded. It was JUS. o'%lock when 
Officers Lakey and Hamiltan, stationed whero 
tho suspension and cantiloyer bridges cross 
the Douglas-road, saw figu es approaching. 
These proved to be Gray, aaj Watt, who on 
being arrested offered no maistance. Watt 
turned to tho officers and sald: “I did it, but 
{twas an accident,” Ho lk the youngest 
prisoner, 1s 18 years of nguau Lhas a widowed 
mother, very respectable woman, Torrie was 
‘a man 40 years of ago and loaves 4 widow nad 
twochildren, Ho has been drinking heavily 
lately and was in the company of Gray and 
Watt oarly last evening. 

Your correspondent bad an interview with 
Watt this morning and ho confessed to bav- 
ing committed the murder although unin- 
tentionally, He, Gray and Torrie had been 
together during the evening drinking. 
About 11 o'clock Torrie returned home, they 
followed him and knocked at the door of his 
house; they asked for a drink and were 
ordered away. Thoy knocked again and 
Torrie came to the door, “I was standing 
on the stoop cutting tobacco,” said Watt, 
“when Gray demanded a drink and Torrie 
sprang forward and strug’ him, knocking 
him down, I raised, my lkaiifo and plunged 
it into Torrie’s side and we fan away.” 

Thoy hid in a barn for;some hours and 
were making tho best of thpir way out of the 
city when arrested,

Jamos MoGinn’s Plight, 

Tononto, May 27.—A caso of considerable 
{nterest involviag the sending of two 
threatening letters to a young girl named 
Jennio Hickey was tried before Judge 
McDougall in the Court of Goveral 
Bossions yesterday. The name of 
the prisoner who stood up in the dock to 
answer to the charge is William Smith, « 
resident of Toronto, and the owner, as it is 
alloged by the Crown, of a not too creditable 
reputation, The facta which led upto the 
pending of the letters constitute the old 
story of confidence and subsequent betrayal, 
It sooms that about two years ago tho girl, 
then a little over 15 years of age, was led 
astray by Smith under promiso of marriage, 
She became on inmate of the Burnside 
Lylng-in Hospital Upon being dix 
charged sho went to the Infants’ Homo, 
whilre for sx months she worked for her liv- 
ing. Some timo after leaving him the child 
of which she was the mother died. In the 
meantime, it was alloged, the prisoner ro- 
fused to contribute to tho girl's support mud 
she was compelled to enter service in a Rich- 
mond-street domicile, She then poaltively 
refused to marry Smith, but he was assldu- 
ous in his attentions and endeavored once 
more to renow their relationship, At last he 
sent her the letters which led to the caso 
being brought into court, Thoy are most 
illiterate and violent,and from their contents 
it would appear thatin penning thom Smith 
was largely actuated by feelings of Jealousy 
against some more favored suitor. Thoy 
were produced in court and read as follows: 


Tonowto, May 6, 1890, 
Jennie,—I have a man on the track to look 


after you and I won't be very far be- 
hind him all the time, Jennie, 1 will 
make you come back to me, You were 
gone to get me arrested last night. You haye 


got fo come back and see me and tell me what 
you left me for, Iwish you would get me Into 
court; Iwill have you yet or I will die, and you 
must dio too. Iwill not give you peaeo until I 
get you again, Jennle, you broke my beart. 
Come and see mo ones more and save trouble for 
you and me, Good-by, my Jost love. 

You are the only friend I got now, so Inced not 
be afraid of dying. May God bless you, Jennie, 
‘This letter was written by your only friend, to 
his only friend, Jennle Hickey. I am mad, Jen- 
nic, Lam mad, Wits Sari. 


Tononto, May 6, 1890, 

My lost friend Jennie, from William Smith. 
I will got even with you yet and don't you forget 
it, Ihave got your brother on your track and 
three girls and four fellows, Now, Jennie, I will 
not blow you, but they will, But, Jennie, I will 
kick the head off biin [the other lover) and don't 
you forget it, Jennie, I have a few fellows 
following me whereI go. Lhaveno home to go 
to inthis world so Idon’t care; Tam willing to die 
on the gallows before Ilet you in the hands of 
that fellow you loved best. You will have to 
come back or you will not have peace #o long as 
youare away from me’ Jennie. If you don't 
come back to me I will make you suffer for this, 


The second letter bears no signature, the 
writer being indicated in the opening sen- 
tence. 

The jury, after hearing all the evidence 
put in, remained out a short time and at 3i¢

is meant by tho different terms used in 
market reports, 

Cabbages, cauliflowers, Iettuce and 
somotimes ogg plants; When quoted by 
the crate aro generally.in barrel crates; 
| that is, in crates holding a barrel, Beets, 
Breen peas, .string beans, tomatoes, 
onions and some other articles sold in 
crates usually run about « bushel to the 
crate. But the size of a bushel crate 
Varies according to the locality from 
which it comes. Tho smallest come 
from Bermuda, and as the season ad- 
Yances and shipments arrive successively 
from Florida, Savannah, Charleston and 
Norfolk, the size gradually increases, 
Norfolk sending the largest. | 

From Charleston large numbers of oc- | 
tagonal crates are forwarded, While not 
holding, apparantly, so much as the reo-

Protecting UMside Orchards. 

Experience has taught those having | 
orchards on steep hillsides that some 
protection is necessary to prevent undue 
washing of the soil, Those who thought 
to protect theirland by running side fur- 
rows at short intervals found that they 
fared worse than those who let their land 
alone, In some orchards so many gul- | 
lies have been washed that it will take a 
long time to get the ground in condition, | 
if, indeed, it is at all possible, Several | 
persons, who sowed a thick orop of early 
grain in their orchards to protect th. 
land, state that the soil is not washed 
and that they are more than pleased 
with their experiment. As soon as the 
soil will admit, this grain will be plowed 
under, thus foryaing both a protector 
and most excellent fertilizer.—California 
Fruit Grower. 


A Potato Experiment.

Dive years ago the name of John Sparrow | 
David Thompson was hardly known outside | 
of his own province, To-day tho first of his 
‘given" names has become proyerblal 
hout the Dominion in the phrase the | 
two Johns.” The premier had had colloaguos 
before with the samo initial cognomen, 
Thi » John Carling, John Costigan, and 
John Haggart, but never before had anybody 
thought of taking either of these Jobns and 
placing him beside the chieftan on tho one 
pedestal. Tho popular phrase, ax most popu- 
lar judgments do, hits pretty near the truth, 
In the bricf space of five years, the life-time 
of one parliament, the Minister of Justice has 
achieved an onviable position in the cabinet 
and in parliament, and gained a reputation 
that is riot Iikely to by ephomeral, 

Tho history of his relations with the pooplo 
of Ontario is rather curious and is an exem- 
plification of the proverbial fickleness of do- 
moeracies, Almost his first duty as Minister

of Justico was to defend the government's 
action in refusing to commute the sentence 
of death passed on Rie), It wasa memorable 
occasion in parliament, During all of the 
day previous Mr, Blake bad bombarded the 
governmentcitadel with the terrible fire of 
his invective, When he concluded, the 
short, stout, fresh-coloured, glossy-haired 
gentloman representing Antigonish, Nova 
Scotia, stood up and moved the adjournment 
of the debate, That was after midnight on 
Friday March 19, 1886, The House was not 
to moot again till Monday. When the House 
opened that day the galleries were filled with 
people from all parts of the Dominion, The oc- 
casion was certainly a notable one, It was the 
apox of a political crisia, ‘Tho very existence 
of the government was threatened, The 
Provence of Queboc was parching to be 
rovenged on the hangmen” who in the case 
of Riel had refused to interfere between his 
judges and tho executioner, It was to do- 
fend thofr passive acquiescence in this act 
that tho now man from the sea stood up on 
that memorable afternoon, He hadonly 
beon a few weeks in the house; he had not 
yot opened his mouth; his quality and met- 
tle were wholly untried; indecd, oxcopt to a 
fow Nova Scotia mombers ho was an unknown 
force. Only a few days before Mr. Blake in 
his remarks on tho speech from the throno, 
alluded to him in a kindly patronizing way, 
saying that he bad ‘entered politics as the 
French would say by tho great gate.” He 
had had no patient waiting to perform, but 
leaped at once full armed into the arena. 

Well, before the unknown sat down, he 
had justified his entrance by the great door; 
hoe had proved himself to be a master of 
forensic eloquence, a fit opponent for the 
greatest debaters of peciiacent. His do- 
fence of the hanging of Riel, his masterly 
justification of it, while it earned for him 
the title of “pendard” in Quebec, made him 
the neroof the hour in the sister Province 
of Ontario, Soon after he made 
a tour of Ontario in company with 
the premier, Hon. Thos. White and Hon. G. 
E. Foster, a congress of political missionari- 
es which was familiarly known as the chest- 
nut combination, His record on tho Rie) 
matter preceded him and although his calm 
deliberate style of speaking in not that which 
is most popular on the stump he attracted 
noyertholoss wherever he was heard a great 
deal of attention and admiration. 

But behold the change of a few short years) 
The exigencies of policy demand that the 
Minister of Justice shall defend the govern- 
munt’s course in refusing to disallow the Jp- 
suits Estates Act, A cloud comes at once 
over the landscape and the Protestant pro- 
yinee which listened with enraptured ears to 
the voice that pronounced the doom of 
Louis Riel suddenly discovered in it the 
tones of Loyola and a perverted Loyolalist at 
that. But as a politican the Antigonish 
knight can scarcely complain, The Athen- 
jans ‘shelled’ Aristides because they became 
weary of hearing him called “The just.” The 
man who steps into public affairs and hopes 
to always win popular acclaimis predestined 
to many a dreary heart-sickness. Neither 
the arts of a demagogue nor the virtues of a 
patriot can avert the occasional and ineyit- 
able seasons when his name will be malodor- 
ous in the nostrils of former friends and sup- 
porters. 

Thus in the short space of five years Sir 
Jobn Thompson bas been alternately the idol 
or tho demon of the one province or the other. 
When ho left Riel to the tender mercies of 
the hangman Quebec roared like a wind- 
yoxed sea; when he argued in an equal- 
ly momorable speech that Mr, Mer- 
cler’s little act endowing the Society 
of Jesus was a perfectly innocuous moasuro, 
Ontario burst into flame at ahundred points 
simultancously, 

Sir Jobn Thompson was born at Halifax 
in 1844.

Mr, John 8. D, Thompson, one of the judges 
of the Supreme Court of Nova Scotia, We 
havo alrendy seon how amply he justified his 
selection on tho vory first opportunity that 
was afforded him, 

Evon the political adversaries of the minia- 
ter of justice acknowledgo his many good 
qualitios, his ability, his thoroughness and his 
candor are equally recognised. Personally 
ho is singularly unassuming, almost diffident, 
He possesses that quality which some writers 
havo declared to be the equivalent of genus, 
namely au infinite capacity for taking pains 
His knowledge of the details of his depart- 
mont baye astonished everybody who has bad 
the opportunity of testing it, Ono thing has 
been noticed, he takes no part in the general 
dobates of tho Houso, Only such questions as 
touch his sphere call him to his logs. Some 
find in this the secret of his great Arisa ios 
ond it is doubtless true that if the gentlemen 
of the House of Commons only spoke on sub- 
ects of which they know something, the 
quantity of the debates would be diminish- 
ed and the quality would be improyod. 

Bir John iso healthy, wholesome, looking 
gentleman whom anybody would take to be 
English or of English descent. He is evident- 
ly ‘no believer in the virtues of exercise asa 
preservative of 4 sound mind ina sound body. 
Nothing could force him intoa sharp walk. 
His strolls are confined to those between his 
homo and his office, and he does tho distance 
with his hands thrust in his overcoat pockéts 
witha galt averaging about two miles an 
hour. He never wassick but once in his life, 
and has a supremo contempt for physicians 
and physic. 

Finally he {saCanadian throughout his entire 
frame and a firm believer in the greatness of 
the destiny of this his native land. He has timo 
and again proved his great moral courage, 
tho most striking and recent sxemplification 
of this quality being his stand on the Rykert 
case, But for this firm attitude on this mat- 
ter Rykert might still be a momber of 
parliament,—Joun A, EWAn.

The English, Scbtch and 
Dutch make, are done for, New cheese 
and the fow old American and Canadian 
remaining for the English markets, are the 
only sorts to supply the demand, which 
seems to be improving in Great Britain, A 
reoont letter from one of the leading and 
best informea merchanta in London, reads 
tu follows: **One Scotoh dealer, whone stock 
at this time of tho year is usually 200 tons 
old choose, now bas 10 tons only, and has 
cloared this market of under priced Bnglish, 
I noverin my experience knew choose #o 
short, with prices so moderato.”
